The Kit 

Eduard have recently released three 
different boxings of the La-7, a 
"standard* two-gun version, a 'Profi 
Pack' version and this three-gun 
version. All three are basically similar 
in that they comprise the same sprue 
of grey injected parts, one of clear 
parts, a decal sheet appropriate to the 
version, 'Express Masks' and 
instructions. The 'Profi Pack' version 
also includes an etched fret. 

All parts are carefully packaged in 
separate plastic bags within a rather 
large box and first impressions were 
very good. The grey injected parts 
feature both raised and recessed 
detail as appropriate and are 
impressive mouldings. No flash was 
to be found, the sprue gates are small 
and the consistency of the plastic 
used is very workable. The only 
criticism is the slightly over-done 
fabric/rib effect on the control 
surfaces, which in reality were very 
smooth. As it is a common sprue, all 
the parts for the two and three-gun 
versions are present but as the 
differences lie only with the cowling 
piece in front of the cockpit and the 
nose ring, there's not much left over 
for the spares box! 

The clear parts provide for open 
or closed canopies but the parts are 
moulded too thickly for the open 
option to really be viable. 

The rest of the kit looked great 
and the build started immediately. 

Instructions 

With the exception that no type 
history is provided, and therefore no 
explanation as to how and why a 
Three-Gun Version' is different from 
others (though it s actually as 



obvious as it sounds), the 
instructions provided are very good 
in all respects. Detail painting is 
referenced to Gunze paints 
throughout but a chart of 
approximate colour matches to 
Tamiya, Humbrol, Revell and Testors 
paints is also given. 

Construction 

For a change this doesn't begin with 
the cockpit. The first two stages 
instead deal with the exhausts, which 
are small attachments to the fuselage, 
and the main wing halves that 
include the cockpit floor. It's possible 
the exhausts could be fitted 
incorrectly - they actually attach to 
the inner face of the hole with just 
the pipes protruding (you'll just have 
to buy the kit to find out what I'm 
talking about here!). Then it's the 
cockpit. Comprising a seat, 
instrument panel, control column, 
rudder pedals, shallow sidewall detail 
and a couple of bulkheads, this area 
is OK but not brilliant. Possibly the 
etched set in the 'Profi Pack' version 
will add to this space. The most 
obvious omission is the lack of a 
parcel shelf and radio equipment 
behind the seat and it all looks rather 

empty there. 

The basic airframe then just falls 
together with only a touch of filler 
required at the rear wing to fuselage 
join. The instructions weren't too 
clear on the angles at which the 
undercarriage legs should hang and a 
head-on view would have been 
helpful. Basically, they hang near 
enough to vertically down with 
approx 10-15° of forward rake. Two 
types of main wheels are moulded - 
ones with integral rims and ones 
with separate. For those that choose 



to use the ones with integral rims, 
Eduard has supplied express masks 
for these when painting. Delicate 
undercarriage doors are provided 
which adds to the overall finesse of 
the model. 

I needed to trim the gunsight in 
order for the windscreen to fit but 
apart from that, the canopy matches 
the fuselage perfectly and without 
any fuss whatsoever it was time for 
painting. Prior to that, however, 1 
applied the Express Masks to the 
canopy. These were a good fit but I 
found the ones applied to curved 
areas started to lift very soon after 
application and no matter the 
amount of burnishing etc I did, they 
would not stay conformed. The ones 
applied to flat panels were great and 
made life much easier than normal. 

Accuracy 

According to the Sampson Low 
Guide to WWII aircraft, the 
Lavochkin La-7 measured 9.8m 
(136mm in l/72nd) in span and 
8.58m (1 19mm) in length. When 
measured, the model spans 137mm 
with a length of 120mm and really 
captures the look of the original. 

Colour Options 

Four options are given. I chose the 
first, which is a machine of the 2nd 
GFAR in a scheme of AMT 1 1 and 
AMT 12 over AMT 7 (basically two 
greys over light blue). I used 
Humbrol numbers 140 and 164 over 
65, which seemed close enough 
matches for me. Another option is 
given in the same scheme with the 
exception of a white spinner and 
band on the tail. This machine was 
flown by the Commander of the 4th 
GFAR of the Baltic Fleet, Lt Col. V.F. 



Golubyev. The third option is from 
the WS in 1946 and consists of A24g 
Green over AMT 7. The last option is 
from the 2nd Fighter Air Regiment, 
Czech Air Force in the late 1940s and 
was painted in Khaki over AMT7. 

Decals 

A comprehensive decal sheet gives 
you everything and more in that 
there are two of every stencil as well 
as duplicates of the decals 
representing the metal bands around 
the nose. At last, a manufacturer that 
knows just which decals normally 
either get broken, folded 
inadvertently or go astray. 

The decals themselves are gloss 
and mostly in register - just ever so 
slightly off on the stars and numbers. 
They position well with plenty of 
water and settled well on a gloss 
surface without the need for decal 
solutions. There are two options for 
the lettering under the cockpit on the 
version I depicted. I'm guessing this 
is because the exact colouring was 
unclear in photos so Eduard has 
kindly allowed you to make your 
own mind up. 
Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

Beautifully moulded, easy to build 
and with a range of colour schemes 
to choose from, this kit was a 
pleasure to build and is a worthy 
addition to Eduard s stable of quality 
kits. Buy one, it's worth it. 
Recommended to all.

AERONAUTICA UMBRA T.18 




The Kit 

This is essentially the same kit as the 
previously reviewed Aeronautica 
Umbra T.18 (See Vol. 10 Iss.7 page 
618), the only difference being the 
revised cowling design, which was an 
ill-starred attempt to improve the 
type s aerodynamics. It was restyled in 
a similar fashion to other radial 
engined aircraft at the time, such as 
the Caproni Vizzola F.5 and Macchi 
C.200, i.e: a reduced diameter cowl 
with clearance fairings over each 
cylinder. The other alteration' was the 
application of a mottled camouflage 
scheme. In all other respects the kit is 
identical, even down to the decal 
sheet. What this means is rather 
crudely moulded injection parts which 
require a fair amount of cleaning up, 
as well as the variable quality of the 
engraved panel lines on the vacuum 
formed pieces. The instruction sheet 
has the same simple* easy to follow 
layout, the difference this time being 
the markings diagram showing the 
familiar Regia Aeronutica mottled 



scheme. ' 
Instructions 

The A4 sheet has a hand drawn parts 
layout and assembly sequence on one 
side and a markings guide on the 
reverse. FS numbers are given for all 
the colours used, with Humbrol 
equivalents. There's no history, but 
dimensions are given. 

Construction 

First task was to remove all the parts 
from the vac-formed sheets. Having 
already been through this procedure 
once betore, it was quickly done. After 
a clean up of the injection moulded 
pieces (and thinning out trailing edges 
of the vac- formed parts), they were 
soon ready to assemble. The cockpit is 
a very simple affair, just a vac-formed 
floor, instrument panel and rear shelf, 
which all needed trimming to fit (the 
seat and stick can be added later). 
After joining the two fuselage halves 
together, the one-piece lower wing is 
offered up next. The two upper wing 
halves are carefully trimmed and test 
fitted before assembly. As before, some 
filler is needed to smooth out the wing 
to fuselage join. The stabilisers are the 
last major components to be added. 

The cowling made up out of the 
now familiar combination of 
vac-formed & injected parts. 
Unfortunately, the detail of the 
cowling bulges themselves is a bit 
indistinct and even after a small 
amount of filler and careful trimming, 
it did little to improve its overall 
appearance. 

The solid canopy on the fuselage 
was then carefully removed, the seat 
and stick added and then the carefully 
trimmed clear vac- formed piece 
offered up to check the fit. Despite the 
rather crude framework, masking the 



canopy was quite straightforward, 
using the plans on the instruction 
sheet as a guide. 

The undercarriage is a big 
disappointment. With better 
references to hand this time around, 
it is clear they are nothing like they 
should be, being very flimsy and 
poorly moulded. I made new doors 
out of thin plasticard and raided the 
spares bin for better undercarriage 
legs. I adapted Sector G.50 units, 
making new forks to hold more 
accurate tyres found from spares to 
replace the shirt-button type kit 
pa rts jf 'jMC^BB W% d*o<frrt> * 

The engine detail is poorly done 
and the propeller is not very good 
either. I replaced the propeller but 
retained the engine. The spinner was 
not very well moulded and is far too 
small. It ought to be replaced with a 
much larger spinner (almost 50% 
bigger!). **f% 

Accuracy 

Published dimensions given are for a 
span of 1 1.5m, a length of 8.75m and 
a height of 8.75m. The kit scales out 
almost spot on, being slightly short on 
span and a tad over on the length. It 
neatly captures the rather graceful 
appearance of the aircraft. 



Colour Options 

After being silver overall initially, this 
prototype was given a three-colour 
mottled scheme after modification. I 
used Humbrol paints throughout, 
using 63 as a base, applying mottles of 
149 and 1 18. The lower surfaces were 
140. Future was used to give a good 
base for the decals. 

Decals 

A very simple sheet that was no 
problem to apply. 
Decal Ratings 9/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

The mottled scheme definitely favours 
this model, as it helps to mask the 
various moulding defects that were 
painfully highlighted on its early 
overall silver incarnation. I would 
recommend this kit on that basis 
alone, especially those who do not 
enjoy recreating a natural metal finish 
on their models. It is a reasonably easy 
model to construct and would he a 
good start for those not familiar with 
vac-form modelling. Recommended 
to all Italian aircraft enthusiasts.

Doflug? Yes, Doflug; the name taken 
by Dornier for their Swiss operation at 
Altenrhein on the south side of the 
Boden See. Dujin's usual pinch and 
seal plastic bag is fronted by a head-on 
shot of the D3802A. Very dramatic, 
but not much use for reference! 



Inside the resin parts are held on 
five casting lugs or backing sheets. 
These are: 

• Fuselage halves, main wheels, u/c 
legs, tail wheel and seat. 

• Single-piece wing unit, tailplane and 
rudder. 

• Cockpit interior, flaps, spinner, rear 
fuselage decking. 

• Radiators, u/c bay doors and flaps. 

• Propeller blades, cannon barrels, 
pitot and joy stick. 

Two clear vac-formed canopy 
mouldings complete the plastic. There 
are no decals. 

There is quite a lot of flash. Panel 
lines are very delicate. There is more 
attention to cockpit interior details 
than often seen in Dujin kits. 

Instructions 

There are no instructions as such. Four 
sides of A4 are given over to scale 
drawings, type description and history. 



in French. Dujin regulars will recognise 
this as lavish provision! They are 
necessary because this kit covers two 
variations of this development of the 
Morane-Saulnier MS.412. 

The D..3802 only existed as one 
prototype. 0-401) It had rounded 
wing tips, wing armament of four 
machine guns and a flat-topped 
canopy. 

The D.3802A was confined to a 
pre-production batch of eleven aircraft. 
It had clipped wings, twin wing cannon 
and a slightly domed canopy. 

You will need to choose which 
version to build, in order to sort out 
the right parts. I chose the original. 

Construction 

In the review sample, the cockpit area 
contained a lot of resin spill, or 
overflow, which had to be removed 
before starting. Fortunately, the spill 
was not firmly adhered to the true 



surface of the mouldings, so it wasn't 
too difficult to 'winkle' it out with the 
point of a scalpel. 

This done, the first job was to fit 
the cockpit sidewalls. These are rather 
thick, and in their natural state would 
prevent the installation of the seat. 
They need to be shaved as thin as 
possible. In retrospect, it would have 
been good to reduce the thickness of 
the fuselage sides as well. 

The seat and joystick were fixed to 
the cockpit floor and painted. I 
decided to fix these to the centre of 
the single piece wing unit, to be added 
from beneath, once the fuselage halves 
were joined. 

The fuselage comes in three parts: 
port and starboard halves and a rear 
decking section. The single-piece 
tailplane needs to be slotted into the 
base of the fin before the decking 
section is fixed. I missed this point and 
had to cut the tailplane in half and 
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insert it in two sections. This was not 
too difficult, but it is a good example 
of the kind of thing to watch out for, 
when there are no instructions. 

The rest of the main construction 
was fairly straightforward. Some filler 
was needed at all major joints. 

The vac-formed canopies were not 
very clear and benefited from a couple 
of coats of Johnsons Klear. This also 
prevents clouding and allowed me to 
fix with superglue. 

One of my reasons for choosing the 
machine gun armed version was that 
the very fine cannon barrels and pitot 
contained air bubbles and disintegrated 
when touched. In fairness, if you 
wanted theW version, and this was a 
problem, I don't suppose these would 
be difficult to replace. 

Although a bit rudimentary in 
detail, the provision of separate (laps is 
a nice touch. 

Accuracy 

My Green and Swanborough 
'Complete Book of Fighters' (also 



given as one of the kit references) has 
the D.3802 as wing span 32ft 10 l/2in 
(10.02m) and length 30ft 6 3/8in 
(9.31m). The kit sheet says 10.02m 
span and length 9.51m. Lengthwise, I 
think someone in a hurry has 
contused a 3 for a 5. Measurement 
confirms the length at around 9.3m 
and the span close to 10m. 

Colour Options 

The kit colour scheme drawings are a 
bit confusing. Very similar black and 
white hatchings represent each colour. 
Distinction is not helped by 
indifferent photocopying. Colour 
references (in French and German) 
are by name only. Two different 
colours are both just called 'light 
green. One of these is for the aircraft's 
underside and, from contemporary 
photographs, looks something like 
'Sky* 1 used Humbrol 90 Beige Green 
for this. The other 'light green 1 is a 
second shade for the two-tone 
camouflage of the upper surfaces. I 
used Humbrol 131 Mid-green for this. 



My 'dark green* was Humbrol 1 59. 



No decals are provided. My Swiss 
scheme is made up of a mixture of 
painted backgrounds and Fantasy 
Printshop solid colour decal sheet. 

Sorting out the colour scheme and 
markings is really worthwhile, since 
the resulting scheme looks terrific! 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This kit is not as refined as many 



resins emanating from Eastern Europe 
these days. But the basics are sound 
and, with patience, can be worked up 
into something really good. Not one 
for beginners, though. 

The main value, for me, is the 
wonderful subject matter. Once again, 
Dujin have unlocked a fascinating area 
of European aviation history, where 
others are unlikely to tread. I am very 
grateful for the review sample.

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The Kit 

It seems odd to be sitting here writing 
this review, as I recall making this kit 
way back in 1992 when it was first 
released! Since then it has been 
reissued under the Revell label but 
now it is back from Dragon and still in 
the original box with its excellent (if 
fanciful) artwork on the lid. 

Inside you get 109 crisply moulded 
light grey plastic parts, on six sprues, 
with most packed two sprues to the 
bag. The engine, propeller and 
undercarriage parts are all on one 
sprue which is duplicated as you need 
two sets of each. The photo-etched 
steel fret is there as well, although 1 am 
sure I am not alone is saying that I am 
not a fan of this medium! The clear 
sprues is bagged separately, which is 
not common from some 
manufacturers even today, but was 
standard from Dragon even when this 
kit was first released. 

Instructions 

These are typical Dragon and typical 



Tar East' in design and layout. There 
is a multilingual history followed by 
an index of all the various signs used 
through assembly then a paint guide, 
followed by the twelve stages of 
assembly The painting guide calls out 
colours by name, as well as RLM codes 
and all are linked to Gunze Sangyo 
Aqueous Hobby Colour, Mr Colour or 
Model Master ranges 

Construction 

Start off by building the two little 
engines. These are little gems and can 
be enhanced further if you wish with 
wire etc, I left them as supplied 
though as the ignition harness, 
exhaust shrouds and wiring loom are 
all supplied on the etched fret so they 
look very nice once built and painted. 

The cockpit area is excellent and in 
this small scale will build up with ease 
and benefits from a bit of careful 
drybrushing to bring out all the lovely 
detail. The nose wheel well is next and 
the separate wheel and mudguard unit 
does make painting this whole 
assembly quite easy. 

Now for a bit of advice, as there are 
two things you have to be wary of. The 
first is that this kit is a tail-sitter and 
the other is that if you want to open 
up the engine cowls (as 1 did) you 
need to cut open the cowls for both 
the front and rear engines at about 
stage 5 in the assembly. This latter fact 
is not highlighted until stage 7 in the 
instructions, when it is far harder to 
achieve, so be aware of that. Weighting 
the model is almost impossible, as I 
wanted the engine in situ and 
exposed, so there is little or no space 
forward of the cockpit to add weights. 
The way around this is to pack the 
front engine with lead before 
assembly, then to add any small 



fishing weights or lead around the 
cockpit area. The instructions will 
have you add weight in the leading 
edges of the wings (which are separate 
parts), but the space is limited and 1 
have known other modellers who have 
also added weight between the wing 
leading edge insert and the wheel wells 
as well and still have the model sit on 
its tail! I opted not to add weights at 
all, and just keep the nose down by 
virtue of a bit of Blu-Tack! 

The remainder of the assembly is 
easy and 1 had mine ready for the 
masking and painting stage in a couple 
of evenings work. Leave off all the 
undercarriage, canopy, propellers and 
cowls until after painting and decaling. 

Colour Options 

Its is a Luftwaffe fighter from the post- 
1943 era, what colour do you expect it 
to be? Yes, you guessed it, RLM 82/83 
over RLM 76. Now, be warned as the 
current thoughts are that RLM 82 was 
Lichtgrun, while RLM 83 was 
Dunkelgrun. If you applied this rule to 
this model the upper camouflage 
pattern would be back-to-front, as 
Dragon depict RLM 82 as dark green 
and RLM 83 as light green (the way I 
have always known these two RLM 
colours) - modellers beware! 



Being in a splinter scheme with 
hard demarcation, masking and 
spraying this model could not be 
easier and I used Xtracolor 
throughout as I had not got around to 
full use of their new Xtracrylix by this 
time! 

The cockpit area is RLM 66, with 
the engine bays and undercarriage all 
in RLM 02 and the propellers in 
RLM 70. 

Decals 

There are two options in the kit, the 
same as there were back when the kit 
was first released, and these are as 
follows. 

• Do 335A-0, VC-PH as displayed at 
the German Technical Museum, 
Munich in 1987. This is the NASM 
machine that is now back in store in 
the USA. 

• Do 335A- 1 as found at the Dornier 
facility at Oberpfaffenhofen in 1945. 

The decal sheet is typically Dragon, 
superb. 1 had no problems at all 
applying them> 1 used the Gunze decal 
setting and softening solutions and 
found they reacted well to them. 
Decal Rating = 10/10 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

It may be twelve years down the line. 





but this kit is still the best Do 335 
around and is not likely to be 
surpassed for many years to come. It is 
fiddly and complex to make and once 
you have cut the front cowls off make 
sure you retain the thrust line for the 
engine and propeller horizontal, 
otherwise your model will have a 
distinct bend in it! Other than that, 
the lack of space for weights is 
annoying* but inevitable with a model 
of this complexity and small scale. 
Why Dragon never upped this to 
l/48th I will never know, as the 
Tamiya kit is nice, but one like this 
with all the engines etc would have 



been far better. 

A classic from Dragon, a must for 
any Luftwaffe collection and great to 
see it back once again. Hopefully the 
two-seater and heavy-armed B-series 
versions will be back soon as well.

The Kit 

Packaged in a colourful open-ended 
style box that is becoming regular 
with Czech-produced kits among 
others, this kit has all the surface 
detail we now come to expect. Among 
the two frames of plastic parts are a 
number of resin pieces that arc used 
according to the version selected. For 
example a choice of undercarriage 
fairings, wing slats, fin and rudder 
and engine cowls. A pair of 
vac-formed canopies completes the 
kit parts breakdown. Incidentally, an 
extra set of tailplanes and fin is 
included that do not apply to this kit. 
These are left over from another 
release of the same kit produced 
under the Azur label, which was 
reviewed about a year or two ago (See 
Vol. 7 Iss. 9 Page 818 [NA-57]). 

Instructions 

The standard eight-page instruction 
booklet deals with the BT-9 s history, 
parts map and an eight-stage 
construction sequence. The last three 
pages have well drawn colour scheme 
diagrams with paint references 
quoting FS and Humbrol equivalents. 

Construction 

The cockpit is the starting point with 
this kit and here, though the parts 
seem adequate, more could be added 
by way of scratchbuilding or possible 
aftermarket products. What is more, 
location points ought to be better as 
lugs for the floor are barely 



discernible. The fin and tailplanes are 
added next and as they are of a butt 
join they do need a bit of care with 
alignment. The next stage deals with 
the engine and here one of the first 
options occurs. You must decide 
which variant you want to finish the 
model and add the correct cowling 
and associated scoops and outlets and 
exhausts. BUT an error lies in wait for 
the unwary! The included resin 
engine is lovely but cannot be used 
for the colourful U.S.Navy version. 
The Navy BT-9s (or more correctly 
SNJ- 1 ) were fitted with a 500hp Pratt 
and Whitney R-1340 whereas the 
Army versions had the 400hp Wright 
R-975 as per the kit part with the 
exhaust jutting out from the side of 
the cowl. This is as opposed to the 
two exhaust outlets that protrude 
from below the cowling on the P&W 
unit of the Navy NJ- 1 . 1 know this as I 
checked my references. (Check out 
the Squadron/Signal T-6 Texan title 
No.94). So now you are left with 
either opting for the US Army BT-9 
or the Swedish SK- 14. The next round 
of optional parts deals with the 
various forms of undercarriage legs 
and associated fairings once the wing 
is in place and join cleaned up. Also 
one needs to carefully study the 
instructions and select the parts 
appropriate for the chosen scheme. 

Having dealt with all that, the final 
fittings can added such as the canopy, 
aerials etc., and if you are making the 
Army BT-9, the resin wing slats. The 
vac-formed canopy has to be cut out 
carefully and glued to the model when 
all necessary trimming has been 
successfully done. For the extensive 
framing, I pre-painted some decal film 
and with a steel rule and sharp blade 
cut this into strips. It was a bit of a 
chore but worth it. As can be seen in 
the accompanying photo, I opted for 
the Swedish Sk-I4 and for the model I 
used a dark olive green and mixed 
some Humbrol orange with a dash of 
yellow to get a nice bright orange as I 
feel the Humbrol orange seems too 
dark and too reddish. As normal, a 
coat of gloss was applied in 
preparation for decaling followed by a 
coat of matt to finish off. 



Colour Options 

As can be gathered there are three 
schemes to choose from. They are as 
follows. 

• BT-9 No.292 of the 46th Training 
School 1941. This one is in the 
standard Army colours of blue fuselage 
and yellow wings and tail surfaces with 
the regulation striped rudder. 

• NI-1 No. 12 of the US Navy in 1940. 
This is a nice colourful scheme 
consisting of a silver fuselage with red 
cowling, fuselage band and fin/rudder. 
The wings are yellow on both surfaces 
and they also have a red band 
midpoint. It is a pity about that engine 
though! 

• A.S.J.A Sk 14of Flygflottilj 5 of the 
Swedish Air Force in the dark green 
and orange finish of the period. I have 
been told that the fuselage colour could 
or should be an equivalent of Panzer 
Grey! f await confirmation on this 

Decals 

The decals are very nice. I had no 
problem with their application and all 
performed well with the normal decal 
products. All are in register and colour 
density is also good. 
Decal Ratings 10/10. 






Accuracy 

Dimensions are given on the front 
page of the instructions and compare 
well according to my calculations. 
That is the model span of 7ins (42ft 
full size) and fuselage 4.5ins (27ft 7ins 
full-size). I think that is good enough 
to be about spot on. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This model makes another 
interesting addition to any collection 
of trainers, particularly American 
ones. As a kit, it is straightforward to 
build providing you take time to 
study the options and instructions. 
Also, as proven, a check of your 
references rewards with an 
accurately finished replica. As for the 
quality of the kit, Special Hobby 
have done well but with this 
particular kit further research would 
have enabled inclusion of the 
appropriate powerplants. Still it is 
worth the money and recommended 
to all experienced modellers.

Is supplied in a nice stout corrugated 
hinge top opening box with colour 
artwork of the kit on the lid. 

Inside you get two sprues of grey 
injection moulded plastic parts and 
one clear sprue. The grey parts all 
have recessed panel lines and are 
crisply moulded, these parts are 
actually the Itaieri kit reboxed by The 
Aviation Workshop. Also included are 
fourteen resin parts, five sets of 
instructions and two decal sheets. The 
plastic parts are up to Itaieri s now 
customary high standard with finely 

engraved panel lines and ample 
surface detail. The resin parts include 
two very nicely moulded resin ejector 
seats* two main undercarriage 
weighted wheels, a replacement tail, 
two wing fuel tanks, two practice 
bomb dispensers, two wing tip 
pylons, two flaps and a data link 
probe. 

Instructions 

The five sets of instructions are very 
comprehensive and are as follows. 

• The Itaieri original construction 
sheet. 

• Four from Model Alliance in A4 
format double- sided printed in full 
colour that contain, side, plan and 
underside drawings for colour scheme 
and decal placement purposes, walk 
around colour photographs of the 
real things and information on 
reference material and modifications 
to the kit as required. 

There is an awful lot of 
information on these sheets and the 
kit is worth purchasing for these 
alone, top marks for these! 

Construction 

This begins by painting and 
assembling the cockpit. The Itaieri 
cockpit parts all have raised 
instruments etc, although they do not 
represent the modern avionics fit of 
the Hawk as shown on the Model 
Alliance data sheets. 

The bulk of the cockpit is painted 
in Humbrol 140 with the dials and 
switches dry brushed and highlighted 
in various colours to show the raised 
detail. I think that an etched set for 



the instrument panels would be a 
worthwhile investment here. 

The resin ejection seats are 
superbly moulded and are vastly 
superior to the Itaieri ones. With 
careful painting they come up a treat 
and look the part. 

With the cockpit finished I turned 
my attention to the tail. The Itaieri 
fuselage area around the base of the 
tail needs to be modified for the 
RAAF version of the Hawk I had 
decided to portray. This meant 
removing the tail and the chaff/flare 
dispenser box from the two halves 
which was quickly achieved with a 
sharp knife, and was easier to do 
before joining the fuselage halves 
together. 

The cockpit, tail pipe and nose 
weight were fitted and the fuselage 
halves joined together. You now have 
a hole at the base of the tail where the 
chaff box was. This was plugged with 
a sliver of plasticard then faired over 
with filler. With this area sanded flush 
when the filler had dried, the resin tail 
was superglued into position, a small 
triangular section of plasticard was 
glued between the trailing edge of the 
tail and the fuselage then the whole 
base of the tail/fuselage joint was 
faired in with filler. 

Moving on to the wings. Here 
again you have replacement resin 
parts for the flaps. The upper halves 
of the wings have the flaps moulded 
in their entirety, care has to be taken 
when trimming them off because on 
the upper surface there is a smaller set 
of flaps immediately behind the main 
ones that need to be left on, so I cut 
from the top part of the wing aft flap 
line to remove this portion of the flap. 
When you then turn the wing over 
you will see that you still have a 
section of the flap left on the 
underside, this has to be carefully 
trimmed away to leave the smaller 
row of flaps intact, the trailing edge 
that was left was then thinned down 
to leave a nice scale thickness. This 
done the wings were glued together 
and fitted along with the tailplanes to 
the fuselage, and the resin flaps were 
then superglued into position. 

Very little filler was used during the 
main fit of the parts. Two flats were 
then sanded to the wing tips to allow 
the wing tip pylons to sit flush with 
the wing and parallel to the fuselage. 

One other point to mention is that 
there are various additional antennae 
that need to be made and fitted to the 
RAAF Hawk, these were simply 
fashioned out of plasticard and fitted 
where shown on the plans. 

With the canopy parts masked off, 
the forward windscreen was glued 
into position and the canopy was 
temporarily fitted using Maskol along 
the bottom edges, which allows it to 
be removed easily after painting. 

The whole model was then sprayed 
with Halfords grey acrylic primer, 



then oversprayed when dry with 
Humbrol 127 Ghost Grey. When dry 
the camouflage areas were masked off 
and sprayed Humbrol Medium Grey 
145. 

Because I had opted to depict the 
aircraft in the RAAF 60th anniversary 
colour scheme, the model was masked 
again ready for the maroon stripe. 

The references given by The 
Aviation Workshop for this colour 
quote Humbrol 153 orTamiya XF07, 
which were the only ones readily 
available in local model shops. 
However, these two colours are an 
Insignia Red which is not maroon and 
does not look anything like the colour 
on the plans. Searching through my 
paints I found and old tin of 
Humbrol Matt 60 Scarlett, this had 
turned to almost the exact shade of 
the maroon on the plans, so this was 
used, otherwise 1 would have mixed 
the colour. 

Once dry and the masking 
removed for the stripe, an overcoat of 
gloss varnish gave the finish required. 

Accuracy 

Dimensions given on the RAAF 
website for the Hawk 127 give a span 
of 9.39m and a length of 1 1.95m. The 
model measures out at, span 9.5m, 
length 1 1.95m, you couldn't get much 
closer 1 would say. 

Colour Options 

The Model Alliance instruction sheets 
give you a choice of either an Royal 
Australian Air Force or a Canadian 
Air Force Hawk; there are no decals 
with the Itaieri version so these colour 
schemes are not an option. 

The CAF Hawk colour scheme is 
gloss dark blue all over 

The RAAF Hawk colour schemes 
all have the same basic camouflage 
pattern and colours, these being Light 
Compass Grey and Dark Blue/Grey, 
but there are different special colour 
scheme variations to these. 

• Pre delivery 

• Standard No 76 Squadron 

• No. 76 Squadron. Anniversary, 
which has gloss black upper fuselage, 
tail and wrap around nose paintwork. 

• Standard No. 79 Squadron 

• No.79 Squadron 60th Anniversary 
which is the one I opted for and has 
the maroon stripe, very eye catching 1 



thought. 
Decals 

Two sets are supplied, which are 
printed by the Fantasy Printshop and 
first impressions are of very crisply, 
well defined and nicely printed decal 
sheets. The first sheet has all of the 
squadron markings for the CAF and 
the RAAF, the second smaller set has 
a myriad of stencils for both of the 
armed forces, again very nicely 
printed. 

These decals were a joy to work 
with, they virtually only needed to be 
threatened with being immersed in 
water before they slid off the backing 
sheet, no waiting tor ages for them to 
release here! 

They went on extremely well, 
settled into position nicely, had 
virtually no carrier film, did not 
silver, had nice colour registration 
and clarity, and responded well to 
Microsol setting solutions, perfect. 

A nimble set of fingers is required 
for the stencils as there are so many 
of them and some of them are very 
small, but perfectly formed. 
Decal Rating (a very worthy) = 10/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

A cracking little kit in all areas. 

The Itaieri kit is an excellent base 
for the conversion and the resin parts 
art mplemeni h to it. Hie — 
instructions are clear and concise 
with ample information and 
references and last but by no means 
least those superb decals. 

Etched instrument panels would 
finish this kit off as would a resin 
cockpit replacement set; the only 
downside to this would be the 
discarding of the kit's resin seats 
which are very nice and would be a 
shame not to use. 

No problems encountered at any 
time means that this kit is well within 
the scope of an experienced modeller. 

All 1 need now is another one (or 
two) to use the rest of those decals 
up!. Look out model shop, here 1 
come. Tfc-. I'Mt* fcwf

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The Kit 

Is supplied in a nice stout corrugated 
hinge top opening box with colour 
artwork of the kit on the lid. 

Inside you get two sprues of grey 
injection moulded plastic parts and 
one clear sprue. The grey parts all have 
raised panel lines and are crisply 
moulded, these parts are actually the 
Supermodel kit reboxed by The 
Aviation Workshop. Also included are 
two resin ejector seats and two resin 
flaps, three sets of decals, one of which 
is from the Supermodel kit the other 
two are from Model Alliance, and two 
sets of instructions- 
Instructions 

The two sets of instructions are as 
follows. 

• The Supermodel originals which give 
the construction, painting and 
decaling details and a brief description 
of the aircraft. Paint colour references 
are given in FS numbers only. 

• The Aviation Workshop set is for the 
decal set supplied by Model Alliance 
and includes an A4 sheet that has full 
colour side, plan and underside views 
of the model for painting and decal 
placement purposes on one side with 
instructions for the same on the other 
side. Paint references given are in BS, 
Humbrol, Gunze Sangyo and 
Xtracolour, there are also references 
for recommended kits and reference 
material for modelling the Aermacchi 
MB.326H,allinallquitea 
comprehensive instruction sheet. 

Construction 

Begins by painting and assembling the 
cockpit. The cockpit area was painted 
Humbrol 40, instrument panels are all 
supplied as decals so this stage of the 
build is quite quick. The injection 
moulded ejection seats were replaced 
with the resin ones which are an 
improvement on the originals and the 
cockpit can be fitted to the fuselage. 
Before joining the two halves of the 
fuselage the inside aft of the cockpit 
was painted matt black, this being due 
to the fact that there is no separate jet 
pipe and anyone looking up your jet 
pipe would see grey plastic (painful) if 
you didn't paint it. 



There are rwo resin flaps supplied 
with this kit and it is a simple task to 
remove the ones from the kit before 
the wing halves are joined; it is also 
advisable to thin the trailing edge of 
the top halves of the wings at the flap 
edge as the plastic is quite thick on the 
wings. The trailing edge of the wings 
in general should really be thinned out 
to a more scale thickness but in doing 
so it would require work to be carried 
out on the wing tip tanks, so in this 
instance 1 left them alone. 

The engine intakes were painted 
matt black and the wing halves were 
joined together, as were the wing tip 
tanks which were joined to the wings. 
With the wings and tailplanes joined 
to the fuselage there was very little 
filler required which meant that the 
fine raised panel lines survived to the 
painting stage. The canopy parts were 
masked and the whole model sprayed 
with Halfords Acrylic Grey Primer, 
and when dry an overcoat of Humbrol 
164 Dark Sea Grey was applied. Now 
this is where a little forethought could 
have saved a lot of grief. The decals 
supplied by Model Alliance are 
printed on clear decal paper; having 
used this type of decal before I should 
have realised that any white or bright 
colour on them will not show through 
or be muted by any dark paint scheme 
applied to the model, which is why 
Model Alliance supply a smaller sheet 
of white backing decals, but the red 
and the white tail and fuselage 
diagonal band do not have any white 
backing decals so any white would be 
lost and the red muted. I really should 
have masked and painted these areas 
white before applying the dark sea 
grey and not afterwards so that the 
decals would show up properly. 

There is an area of black behind the 
cockpit that needs to be painted, 
which has to match the nose and tail 
decal lines, and the only way I could 
see of doing this was to apply the nose 
and tail decals then painting the gap in 
between. Again there is a red stripe on 
the nose decals that virtually disappear 
because of the dark grey, which could 
be the reason for the extra red stripes 



on the decal sheet. 

The Model Alliance decal 
instructions state that Microscale 
solutions should not be used on the 
decals. but without some form of 
decal solution the decals would not 
conform to the curves of the aircraft, 
especially on compound curves such 
as the wing tip tanks, because the 
decals are quite stiff; anyway 1 used 
MicroSol on these sparingly to no 
detrimental effect. With the remaining 
decals applied the whole model was 
sprayed with )ohnsons Klear. 

Accuracy 

Dimensions given in the 
Encyclopaedia of World Air Power 
give a length of 10.67m and a span of 
10.85m, and the kit measures out at, 
length 10.8m, span 10.8m, which is 
pretty well spot on really. 

Colour Options 

There are five in ail, four of which are 
from the standard Supermodel kit, the 
other from Model Alliance. 

The original four are 
representatives of four different 
international air forces that have 
operated the Aermacchi MB.326, these 
being: 

• Italian Air Force 

• Argentinian Air Force 

• South African Air Force 
•Australian Air Force 

The Model Alliance decals give you 
a further Australian Air Force option 
for No.76 Squadron, RAAF, 30th 
Anniversary scheme, 1997 which is 
overall Dark Sea Grey (Humbrol 164). 

I have not gone in depth with the 
Supermodel decals because it you buy 
this kit then you are more than likely 
to use the Model Alliance decals than 
the Supermodel ones. 

With only small areas such as the 
wing and tailplane leading edges 
requiring painting in Satin Black, the 
exhaust area and undercarriage in dull 
Aluminium, there is virtually no other 
painting to be done. 

Decals 

Three sets supplied as already 




mentioned. The originals by 
Supermodel and two from Model 
Alliance. 

The originals from Supermodel are 
nicely printed and the few used posed 
no problems during fitting. 

The Model Alliance decals on the 
main sheet are printed on clear decal 
paper and therefore have no white 
print on them, which brings in the 
third set. These are used as backing for 
the roundels, have the serial codes and 
a few other stencils. The main decals 
are quite stiff when applying and do 
not bend readily around complex 
curves without the aid of setting 
solutions. They are also slightly 
oversize and require trimming to fit 
even though each decal has to be 
trimmed from the backing sheet. That 
said they are nicely printed but could 
do with being a bit more flexible with 
thicker print, especially on the red 
areas where the dark colour of the 
fuselage dominates the decals. 
Decal Rating = 8/10. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

A very easy kit to build even with the 
resin parts and as such would be an 
ideal starter kit for anyone wanting to 
move into mixed media kits. The 
additional decals are nice but would 
benefit from either more white 
backing decals or thicker print. The 
instructions are clear and concise 
although there was no mention that 1 
could see of requiring white backing 
for the tail and diagonal fuselage band. 

The finished model is a good and 
fairly accurate representation of the 
real thing, though 1 have to say that it 
is not one of my better models, no 
fault of the kit, just my model making 
on this occasion, my apologies to The 
Aviation Workshop for this. 

Overall it was very easy to build 
with no problems encountered at all 
during the construction and only 
minor niggling ones with the decals. 
Recommended to all.

The Kit 

On receiving this kit I immediately thought 'I 
bet this is the MPM kit in another guise.* And 
sure enough it is! This does not mean that it 
is a bad kit. The kit itself is very nice and has 
all the detailing expected in limited run kits 
these days including recessed surface detail, 
injected transparencies and resin detail part. 
The main difference between this kit and the 
aforementioned one is in the decals, 
packaging and the addition of an extra resin 
part for the ASV radar pod below the 
fuselage. 

As I have already reviewed the MPM 
offering, I will give a brief description of the 
kit and its assembly below for the benefit of 
anyone who may have missed this kit before 
and would like to get some idea of what it 
entails. 

The Instructions 

The instructions follow the normal format as 
used by many of the Czech products and as 
usual are quite clear in how the kit is put 
together and painted with the help of FS and 
Humbrol references. The eight-page guide is 
laid out well with the final three pages each 
showing the options possible with the kit. I 
particularly like the multi-view diagrams 
showing decal placement and painting notes 
as they are well drawn. 

Construction 

The kit assembles in the normal sequence, 
starting with the cockpit detail. There is 
enough here to satisfy most modellers unless 
one wants to go to town and add a lot more 
by adding extras that may be available from 
various cottage industries. The wings are 
added together with the tail surfaces and 
need little attention with filler. The main 
wheel bays could do with a lot more detailing 
but as none is supplied, one needs to turn to 
scratch building or hope for some 
aftermarket products. Further wing 
furnishings are added by way of flaps and 
undercarriage. Final assembly consists of 
adding the canopy, propeller, exhausts and 
wing-mounted antenna. All the main parts fit 
well with only a certain amount of 
preparation needed which helps if one plans 
their assembly ahead. 



Colour Options 

Of the three options given with the kit I 
opted for the overall Midnight Blue scheme 
on RK479/302/Q as used for VIP trips on 
board HMS Illustrious in 1948. This was the 
scheme I had hoped for when the original 
MPM kit was announced so 1 was very 
pleased to find that it was included within 
the Special Hobby offering. The other two 
schemes are a post war T Mk 3 with the serial 
RJ796/300/MF of No.750 Squadron at 
St.Merryn, Cornwall during 1951. This is 
shown on the box top and is in Dark Sea 
Grey and Sky. The third option is in the more 
usual wartime temperate sea scheme of Dark 
Slate Grey, Dark Sea Grey and Sky. It depicts 
MD965/N6C of No.810 Squadron in 1945. 

Decals 

Decals supplied in many of the kits from the 
Czech Republic seem to get better and better. 
The dark background colour not showing 
through the white areas was a bonus and the 
colours appeared about right. The minus side 
for me was when I noted the white outline to 
the D type roundels being out of register 
slightly. Apart from that, the decals 
performed well with the usual decal products 
and still deserve high marks. 
Decal Ratings 8/10 

Accuracy 

Again for the benefit of modellers who have 
not seen this kit before, the kit captures the 
outline of the (to me at least) ugly beast very 
well. The slight bulge to the leading edge of 
the wing around the area of the wheel bay is 
an example and the overall shape of the 
aircraft seems just right. It looks right at 
least. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

If you missed this kit before or are unable to 
find the Frog/Novo kit then this Special 
Hobby offering should be added to your 
shopping list. It assembles quite easily as long 
as one takes care around those protruding 
flaps, and has no real hidden vices. 
Recommended to all FAA fans and anyone 
else who fancies having a go.

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The North American FJ-1 Fury 
was worthy of note as the 
progenitor of the entire 
United States Air Force F-86 and 
United States Navy F) Fury series of 
fighters. It was the result of several 
design studies requested by the 
United States Navy in 1944 for a 
single-seat carrier-borne 
interceptor. The contract was placed 
in January 1945 for three 
prototypes designated XFJ-1. 

The first XFJ- 1 Fury flew on 27th 
November 1946 powered by the 
4,0001b thrust Allison J35-A-5 
turbojet, This airframe achieved a 
speed of Mach 0.87 in early 1947 and 
this was the highest speed attained by 
any US fighter at that time. As 
impressive as this may seem it was 
quickly outperformed by its brethren 
the F-86. which went through a 
metamorphosis in airframe 
restructuring. The USN finally 
ordered 30 airframes and the first of 
these were delivered later in 1947. 

The FJ-I Fury had a maximum 
speed of 568mph and an initial climb 
rate of 5,120 feet per minute. It was 
powered by Allison J35-A-2 and the 
armament consisted of six 12.7 mm 
guns in the nose. The FJ-1 Fury 



became the first operational jet 
fighter to operate from an aircraft 
carrier for the USN. VF-51 had 
carrier evaluations on 10th March 
1948. This occurred two months 
before the FH-L which did not do its 
full mock-up testing of the airframe 
until May 1948. The FH-1 has the 
distinction of being the first airframe 
to operate from a United States 
aircraft carrier, but this was done 
with a single airframe by a test pilot 
from the Naval Air Test Center. 
However, the FH-1 was the first full 
strength squadron to operate jets in 
the United States Navy. The FJ-1 was 
a transitional airframe and 
represented early jet technology. The 
aircraft did not display impressive 
operational results but it did pave the 
way for the later and more successful 
carrier borne jet fighters. After only 
fourteen months of service with 
VF-51, the FJ-1 was turned over to 
the United States Naval Air Reserve. 
The FJ- 1 was never operated by the 
United States Marine Corps and 
never saw any combat service. 

The Kit 

The l/48th scale kit by Czech 
Models was released a while back 



and is an accurate rendition of the 
airframe in this scale. This is not a 
kit for the uninitiated and requires 
some modicum of skill to get a 
presentable example. With that 
being said it does come with an 
excellent set of decals and very nice 
resin interior and detail parts. This 
is the best kit around since the 
alternative is either a high priced ail 
resin kit or an ancient and very 
basic vac-formed kit. 

Construction 

Construction begins with the 
cockpit and the parts are all well 
cast and fit in the fuselage halves 
rather well, for a limited run 
injection kit. The areas that need a 
little extra help are the wing to 
fuselage fit, the tailplanes and the 
wing tip tank lights. With this being 
said, it is a very nice kit of an 
important early USN jet fighter. 

The cockpit was assembled with 
superglue and it was dry fit to 
ensure a proper fit in the fuselage. 
All interior components were given 
a coat of matt black and then all 
appropriate detail was picked out . 
The intake area needs a little work 
to get it to fit, but came along after a 



few dry fits and a little barrack 
room language. The fuselage 
progressed well and I started the 
task of fitting the wings and 
horizontal stabilisers. 

The wings need to be sanded and 
dry-fitted many times to ensure the 
proper dihedral. There is a fair 
amount of filling required to get it 
all together. Since the wing fit is the 
most critical, it is wise to spend extra 
time here to ensure a nice build! The 
horizontal stabilisers needed to be 
sanded and drilled out for mounting 
pegs, which were added from plastic 
rod. This is essential for stability and 
strength and it helps to get them 
straight and level. 

I added Minimeca stainless steel 
tubing for the gun barrels , which 
adds a nice touch since the kit parts 
are rather featureless and do not fit 
well. I decided to do a Naval Reserve 
Guard airframe and these aircraft 
had wing tip tank lights. So 1 plunge 
formed my own tanks to get the 
proper look for this aircraft. 1 made 
four plunge-formed lights to ensure 
the best possible fit for this area. 
This a slightly laborious task and I 
only recommend it if one is doing a 
Naval Reserve Guard airframe.

When the airframe was all set I 
primed the whole model with 
Tamiya grey primer. I did not want 
to put it on too heavy since it would 
bury much of the details, I also 

prepared the other detail parts for 
painting at this stage. 

Painting 

I used Testors Gloss Sea Blue overall 
on this aircraft. I painted the orange 
areas first and then masked them 
off. I airbrushed the airframe with 
four light coats to get a proper gloss 
finish. The paint went on evenly and 
with no problems as the enamel 
Model Master line from Testors is a 
reliable and easy paint to work with. 
Once all the paint was dry I applied 
a final mist coat of Testors gloss to 



ready the airframe for decals. 

The undercarriage and various 
detail parts were also painted at this 
stage. It is best to mount the detail 
parts on masking tape while spraying 
to avoid any accidental fingerprints. 
The canopy was cut out from the 
vac-form sheet at this time and 
dipped in Future floor wax. After the 
Future was dry I masked it off and 
painted it the same Testors Gloss Sea 
Blue. The canopy was well moulded 
and two are provided if one is rather 
ham-fisted with the X-Acto blade. I 
lucked out and got it right first time 
around. But it is nice that the 
manufacturer provided two canopies, 
which alleviates some anxiety. With 
everything painted the decal stage 
could now commence. 
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The RTV mould ready for resin pouring. These figures will come in handy for future projects 
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Decals 

The decals are in register and are 
very nicely printed. I had no 
problems settling them down on the 
gloss finish. I used Micro Set and 
Sol decal solutions. The decal 
reacted well to these products. I 
would avoid using Solva-Set, since it 
is a rather strong blend of decal 
setting solution and may damage 
them. I only use Solva-Set on old 
and thick decals. 

Final Details 

The kit was starting to come together 
now and looking like a Fury. The 
detail parts were attached and the 
canopy was glued in place with white 
glue. I did add a little extra detail 
behind the ejection seat since this 
area was devoid of any real detail. I 
used my reference sources and added 
the extension device for the canopy. 
Since I was displaying my aircraft 
with an open canopy 1 wanted to add 
as much detail as I could. 

The Fury was now ready for an 
appropriate base and figures. 



Figures 

I like to add figures to my aircraft 
models, since it adds to the realism 
and gives a good method to show 
actual scale. Since there are really no 
appropriate USN figures from this 
era, I had to scratchbuild my own 
masters and cast a set in resin. This 
was a long task but well worth the 
effort. I can now add these figures to 
any USN airframe from this era 
(1947-1957). The figures were 
assembled from my vast 1 /48th scrap 
figure box and of course a judicious 
use of Milliput. I used parts from 
Reheat and Revell-Monogram figures 
as well as various other sources. I 
also sculpted some of the personal 
gear detail that was carried by USN 
aircrew of this era. Once these figures 
were completed 1 superglued them to 
a strong plastic rod. I then cleaned 
the figures and sanded them to a 
relative smoothness. The mould 
process will pick up most defects so 
it is important to clean up the figures 
beforehand. They were now ready for 
the Room Temperature Vulcanising 



(RTV) rubber mould material which 
was poured in two parts. Each part 
requires four hours to dry. The RTV 
makes a flexible and easy mould to 
pour your resin into. It also is quite 
rugged and will last about 40-50 
moulds with ease. I then poured the 
resin (typical cream-coloured) in and 
the figures were ready to remove 
from the mould in 30 minutes. 

It was a fun process and now I 
have a few USN figures for some 
future projects. 1 recommend that 
anyone cast their own figures or 
parts, for in the long run it saves 
money and time if you are working 
on a big project that requires many 
similar or exact parts. 

Conclusion 

This was a most enjoyable kit that 
nevertheless required some extra 
work to get a respectable example. 
The figures were also an extra that 
many modelers would not opt to do. 
Again I recommend this kit to the 
experienced model builder who 
needs a l/4Sth FJ-I Fury in their 



collections. Czech Models seems to 
produce accurate and interesting 
l/48th aircraft that the major 
manufacturers just would not 
attempt. Bravo to them!

The Bristol Blenheim claims a number of very important 'firsts', among which one finds that it was the first RAF aircraft to fly 
over German territory during the Second World War and the first to attack a German target. From the airfields of France to the 
scorching desert of North Africa, to the Far Eastern campaigns of Burma and Malaya, the Blenheim bore the brunt of RAF 
operations that presented the most desperate and dangerous conditions. Richard J. Caruana describes the later versions of this 
aircraft, a follow-up to his feature on the Mk I that had appeared in SAMI in June 2000 




he Bristol Type 149 Blenheim Mk IV is 
often considered as a natural development 
of the Mk 1 when in actual fact it was 
born to Specification G.24/35 issued in 
August 1935 calling for a general 
reconnaissance aircraft to replace the Avro Anson. 
While Bristol kept falling behind schedule in its far 
more extensive modification of the Blenheim into 
the Type 152 Beaufort for this role, it was hoped 
dial the Type 149 would fill in as a stop-gap until 
the former could enter service. Though Type 149 
was not accepted under this specification Bristol's 
type number was transferred to Specification 1 1/36. 

One of the main drawbacks of the Blenheim in 
its original form was presented by the lack of space 
in which the navigator/bomb aimer and radio 



operator/dorsal gunner had to operate. Bristol 
responded to this adverse criticism by offering a 
number of solutions mainly through the 
lengthening of the aircraft's nose section so that the 
navigator and radio operator could be housed 
ahead of the pilot. The mock-up built at Filton in 
October 1936 featured a three-foot extension of the 
nose, nearly identical to that of the Blenheim Mk L 
Following Air Ministry approval, K7072 was taken 
off the production line for modification into the 
Type 149 prototype, and given the name 
•Bolingbroke' Bristol's Chief Test Pilot C.F. Uwins 
took up K7072 for its first flight on 24 September 
1937 reporting that the field of vision from the 
pilot s seat was extremely poor due to the long nose. 
It was therefore decided to adopt a more 



conventional, stepped nose design and by December 
a new mock-up had been completed and officially 
approved. Though presenting a major improvement 
on the previous layout, the glazed nose section was 
still obstructing the pilot s field of vision. Bristol's 
experimental design team came up with a most 
unusual solution to this problem, building an 
asymmetric nose section with a scalloped port side. 
The prototype flew in this form late in June 1938, 
and in September it was joined by a second example 
(LI 222) which was fitted with extra fuel tanks in the 
wings, an increase ofl87 gallons (850 litres) to the 
278 gallons (1264 litres) of the standard Mk L 

At that point the Type I49's future appeared to 
be in doubt as the Beaufort's prototype was nearing 
completion and the British Purchasing Commission

(BPC) had ordered the Lockheed Hudson in June 
1938 for its intended role. Though the BPCs 
decision raised some controversy it turned out to be 
a wise move as power problems with the Beaufort 
delayed its entry into service even further. 
Moreover, the maximum landing weight of the 
second Type 149 prototype was considered 
unacceptably high with fully laden fuel tanks, and a 
system of jettison pipes was devised so that unused 
fuel could be dumped before landing. 

As the Hudson took over the job designated for 
the Bolingbroke. the latter's original order for 134 
examples was replaced by an order for an equal 
number of Blenheims Mk I l with the long nose 1 
with the understanding that as many as possible 
would be built to Bolingbroke standard as per 
Specification 1 1/36. To avoid confusion, the 
Bolingbroke name was dropped in favour of 
Blenheim Mk IV; there were no Mk II or Mk III 
built, the former designation having been reserved 
for a version of the Mk 1 fitted with wing long- 
range tanks while the latter was intended for the 
long-nose version minus the wing long-range tanks. 

As the need for the new Blenheim version was 
becoming urgent examples without the wing tanks 
were at first accepted for service. Long nose and 
extra wing tankage were both incorporated into the 
production line after 66 examples had been 
assembled. Aircraft produced by Avro and Rootes 
Securities were built to the full standard while those 
that had left the Filton assembly line without the 
tanks were modified on the field by a team of 
Bristol service engineers and RAF personnel under 
their direction. 



Apart from the changes already mentioned the 
Blenheim Mk IV differed little from its predecessor. 
It was fitted with a pair of Bristol Mercury XV, again 
very similar to the Mercury VI I Is of the Blenheim 
Mk I except that they could run on 100-octane fuel. 
Take-off rating was 905hp at 2,750rpm at 9lb 
(.63kg) boost. Provision was made under the centre 
fuselage for bomb racks which could carry up to 
5001b (227kg) externally. 

Production orders for Blenheims of both marks 
stood at 2,088 at the end of September 1938 with 
delivery dates extending well into 1942. These 
orders were eventually cut back as the Beaufort had 
by then become a reality and the Beau fighter was a 
promising newcomer. Nine examples of the 
Blenheim Mk IV were earmarked for Canada, of 
which only four had been delivered before the 
beginning of the war. Greece received 12 Blenheims 
Mk IV between October 1939 and February 1940 
(carrying civil registrations G-AFXD to -AFXO). 
These were replaced with a final order of a further 
12 examples for the RAF, bringing Blenheim 
production to an end at Filton in March 1940. Jigs 
and tools were transferred to shadow factories 
contracted with repair and maintenance just after 
the outbreak of the war. 

Avro ended its Blenheim production at 
Chadderton in November 3941 having produced 
750 Mk IVs. Rootes Securities' plants at Speke and 
Blythe Bridge were responsible for the largest part 
of Blenheim Mk IV production, ending its 
programme in June 1943 with a total of 2.060 
examples. 

Numerous modifications were introduced on the 



Blenheim Mk IV, such as the dorsal turret that went 
through a series of developments. Early Bristol B.I 
Mk I and II turrets housing the single Lewis 0.303in 
(7.7mm) gun were soon replaced by the B.I Mk III 
turret armed with a Vickers K gun of similar calibre. 
Later on, these were modified to carry two K guns 
in the same turret (Mk MA) until modified again to 
take a pair of Browning guns with continuous belt 
feed in the Mk IV turret. This added weight created 
a fall in general performance, though the 
improvement in rate of fire was considered to be a 
positive development 

Only ten Blenheims Mk IV were produced in 
Finland, as a further five on the production line 
were not completed due to the armistice of 4 
September 1944. Yugoslavia was the other country 
to build the Blenheim under licence, though in this 
case this was limited to the Mk [. Twenty examples 
from RAF stocks were also supplied early in 1940. 
Turkey received 12 Mk IVs in 1940 and a further 18 
of the same type in 1943. Portugal received 16 
Blenheims Mk IV in 1943, including eight Mk IVf. 

Opening Shots 

By the time Britain declared war on Germany on 3 
September 1939, the RAF had received 168 
Blenheims Mk IV, unevenly distributed among No. 
25, 53,59,82,90, 101, 107. 110, 114 and 139 
Squadrons. These consisted of one night-fighter 
unit, two army cooperation units and seven 
bomber units. 

The Blenheim Mk IV became the first RAF 
aircraft to cross enemy lines on the first day of the 
war, as N6215 of No 139 Squadron flew a

reconnaissance mission from. Flying Officer A. 
Mc.Pherson was accompanied by Cpl Arrowsmith 
(air gunner) and carried a special 'passenger*: Cdr 
Thompson ( Royal Navy) was on board as the crew s 
task was that of seeking the German Fleet. Flying at 
24,000ft, the radio had frozen up and no messages 
of enemy movements could be passed back to base. 
By the time they landed after four and a-half hours 
loaded with 75 photographs of the enemy fleet 
anchored at Schillig Roads it was too late to 
dispatch a bombing raid. This was postponed to the 
next day when five Blenheims from each of Nos 
107, 1 10 and 139 Squadrons, together with eight 
Wellingtons took off for the war s first operational 
bombing mission. While those of No 139 Squadron 
failed to find their target, those of Nos 107 and 1 10 
went into a mast-high attack, led by Squadron 
Leader K.C. Doran (110 Squadron) flying Blenheim 
IV N6204. The attack against the pocket battleship 
Admiral von Scheer met with little success as bombs 
simply bounced off its deck into the sea. Four 
aircraft from No 107 and one from No 1 10 
Squadrons were lost, with the crash of one the 
Blenheims into the forecastle of the Emden causing 
major damage and many casualties. 

As Coastal Command had no Blenheims Mk IV 
at the beginning of the war, anti-shipping and 
coastal patrol duties were carried out by Bomber 
Command. Daily reconnaissance flights were flown 
to supply Wellington and Hampden squadrons with 
information. The Blenheim Mk IVf was introduced 
for coastal surveillance later on, armed with a 
ventral gun pack housing four .303in (7.7mm) 
Browning machine guns, produced at the Southern 
Railway workshops. The first four Coastal 
Command 'trade protection* squadrons on this type 
were formed in October 1939 with the task of 
protecting convoys approaching the United 
Kingdoms (UK) east coast. The importance of 
convoy protection was such that four other 
squadrons were transferred to Coastal from Fighter 
Command the following year. 

Fighter Command's Nos 25 and 600 Squadrons 
( 1 1 Group) were already receiving Blenheims 



Mk IV equipped with experimental Airborne 
Interception (A.I.) Mk III radar in 1939. 
Detachments were sent to Martlcsham Heath and 
Manston from where they flew night patrols over 
the North Sea, with the first enemy aircraft being 
shot down on the night of 3 September 1940 by 
an aircraft from No 25 Squadron. 

Six RAF squadrons were despatched to France as 
part of the British Expeditionary Force in 
September 1939. These consisted of No 53 from 
Odiham and No 59 from Andover (army 
cooperation), Nos 18 and 57 from Upper Heyford 
(bombers) and Nos 1 14 and 139 from Wyton 
(Advanced Air Striking Force). During the initial 
period the Blenheims were used for long-range 
reconnaissance as far as the Rhine, flying round 
trips from France, over Germany and then on to 
England where they deposited their photographic 
records. When Germany opened its campaign on 
the Western Front in May 1940 all available aircraft 
were thrown into battle. Out of eight Blenheims 
dispatched to survey the Maastricht area on 1 1 May, 
five were lost or damaged. That same day No 1 14 
Squadron was nearly wiped out on the ground 
while on 12 May seven out of nine Blenheims from 

w 

No. 1 39 Squadron fell victims to enemy fighters. 
Losses remained high, especially when 40 out of a 
force of 71 Battles and Blenheims were lost two days 
later. No 82 Squadron lost all but one of its 
Blenheims on 17 May, and losses continued to 
mount till the end of operations in France. 

Four Battle squadrons (Nos 88, 105, 218, 226) 
converted onto the Blenheim Mk IV on their 
return to UK from France, and into 1941. By that 
time, Bomber Command's Blenheims were flying 
missions over occupied Europe, generally at high 
altitude in small formations. Some specialised 
raids were also flown, such as the low-level attack 
against Bremen on 4 July 1941. Wing Commander 
Hughie Edwards, who was awarded a Victoria 
Cross for this exploit, led a 15-strong force from 
Nos 105 and 107 Squadrons. 

Meanwhile, No 1 13 Squadron became the first 
Blenheim IV unit to operate in Egypt alongside the 



Mklsof Nos 30, 45, 55 and 211 in lune 1940. The 
day after Italy entered the war on the Axis side, 
Blenheims from Nos 45, 55 and 1 13 flew the first 
mission against an Italian target, bombing El Adem 
in Libya. As the war in the Mediterranean opened 
on new fronts, Blenheim units saw action during 
the invasion of Greece and Yugoslavia, later 
operating over Sudan, Syria and Iraq. To these one 
must add the Free French Lorraine squadron 
(Groupe de Reserve de Bombardement 1 ). Towards 
the end of 1941 most Blenheim units operating in 
North Africa moved to the Far East, with the 
exception of No 55 Squadron that continued with 
night raids until May 1942. 

As Blenheim operations over Europe began to 
wind down towards the end of 1941, squadrons 
from No 2 Group were rotated at Malta from where 
they flew anti-shipping raids in the Mediterranean. 
No 82 Squadron personnel picked up their specially 
modified Mk IVs from Watton and left for Luqa, 
under the command of Wg Cdr L.V.E. Atkinson. 
The first major victory was scored on 22 June when 
Fit Lt Watkins attacked an ammunition ship and his 
gunner shot down an escorting Fiat CR.42 in the 
process. Watkins was awarded the DSO for this 
action. Notwithstanding the high losses suffered in 
these mast-high operations, the desired results were 
achieved and by September enemy convoys to 
North Africa ground to a halt or were forced to take 
the longer route around the Balkans. 

Malta-based Blenheims ventured well into enemy 
harbours, such as No 107 Squadrons attack on 
Marina di Catanzaro on 3 October 1941 followed by 
Zuara on the Libyan coast the following day. No 18 
Squadron came to Malta in mid-October with 18 
fresh Blenheims Mk IV from Horsham St Faith and 
immediately went into action by bombing the 
seaplane base at Syracuse on 17 October. 
Operations from Malta by No 2 Group units came 
to an end towards the last week of February 1942 
when Blenheims from No 18 and 21 Squadrons flew 
reconnaissance sorties over Gerba and Kuriat. Badly 
bruised, both squadrons had to be disbanded, but 
only after their efforts had contributed enormously

towards Rommel's defeat in the desert. 

RAF Blenheims formed a considerable part of its 
Far East element at the time of the Japanese attack 
on Malaya on 8 December 1941. Units there 
included No 62 at Alor Star and No 34 in 
Singapore. Blenheim units that survived the initial 
onslaught had little time to react effectively and by 
December had been reduced to some 19 examples 
from the original 62 on strength. Early in 1942, Nos 
84 and 1 1 2 Squadrons arrived in Sumatra to join 
No 34. 

Canada's Bolingbroke 

The Fairchild Aircraft Company built a total of 676 
Blenheims under the name of Bolingbroke in 
Canada, the first 18 being made from Bristol 
drawings and components. Bolingbrokes Mk I were 
powered by Mercury VIII engines; the Mk II 
consisted of a single example rebuilt from a crashed 
aircraft with American equipment and instruments. 
Another single example was fitted with Edo floats as 
the Bolingbroke Mk III but later reconverted to 
landplane configuration. The Mk IV (serials 9001 to 
9201 ) was built to American standards similar to 
the Mk II and had de-icing boots fitted to wings 
and tail leading edges and could be converted to 
take the Edo float gear. Fearing that supplies of 
Bristol engines might dry up due to the convoy war 
in the Atlantic, trial installations were made with 
Partt & Whitney Twin-Wasp lunior SB4G engines, 
later fitted to 14 Bolingbrokes which received the 
designation Mk IVW. Another example was fitted 
with Wright Cyclone G3B engines, thus becoming 
the Bolingbroke Mk 1VC. Gunnery trainers were 
known as the Mk IVTs. 

Another Mark of Blenheim 
Back in January 1940, Bristol's design team had 
proposed a specialised direct-support bomber 
derivative of the Blenheim with alternative roles as a 
low-level fighter and dive-bomber. Air Ministry 
Specification B.6/40 defined the role of the new 
variant as "short range bombing and operations in 
direct support of an army such as dive-bombing 
and low level bombing of mechanical transport and 
troops on the road, supply and ammunition dumps, 



and rail heads", 

Bristol's proposal consisted of the Type 160 Bisley 
Mk I which resembled the Blenheim but had a new 
nose section containing four Browning guns with 
1 ,000 rounds per gun (rpg) firing forward. The 
dorsal turret was upgraded to the Bristol B. 10 which 
had full 360° traverse and was fitted with a pair of 
0.303m Brownings. The first prototype (AD657) 
flew on 24 February 1941 and was powered by 
Bristol Mercury XVI engines. A redesign of the nose 
reintroduced the navigator/bomb aimers station 
with a window offset to port. The long detachable 
floor panel on the starboard side was removed and 
replaced with a well for the bomb aimer s feet while 
at the same time housing a rear-firing twin- 
Browning F.N.54 mounting. Production aircraft 
were fitted with Mercury 25 and, later, 30 engines. 
The name was changed from Bisley to Blenheim 
Mk V and production of 780 examples was 
entrusted to Rootes at their facility at Blythe Bridge, 
Staffs, from where the new version started emerging 
towards the beginning of 1942. 



As the Mk V showed no performance gain on the 
Mk IV it was earmarked for use in North Africa 
where they could support the planned landings of 
Operation Torch. No 18 Squadron received its new 
Blenheims at West Rynham in the summer of 1942 
while a few dual-control versions (less dorsal 
turrets) were supplied to Fighter Command 
Operational Training Units at East Fortune, 
Charterhall, Winfield and Church Fenton. Apart 
from No 18 Squadron, the Torch' Blenheim Mk V 
units included Nos 13, 1 14 and 614, which were all 
operational by November 1942. On 4 December, 
Wing Commander H.G. Malcolm led ten Blenheims 
on an attack against an enemy airfield at the Army s 
request. All aircraft were shot down on their way 
back when they were opposed by over 50 enemy 
fighters, with only one crew surviving to tell the 
story; Malcolm was posthumously awarded the 
Victoria Cross. A small number of Blenheims Mk V 
were sold to Turkey and Portugal.

Dark Earth/Midstone/Azure 
Blue scheme with white code, red rudder with white crescent and star Red/white square 
national markings in four wing positions 
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I have always had a soft spot for 
the Mohawk, as during the late 
80s I was a regular visitor to 
Stuttgart airport and there was a 
detachment of Mohawks on the 
military side of the field. 1 was 
fascinated by these ugly grey aircraft 
with their multiple tail fins covered in 
lumps, bumps and aerials. I have 
always wanted to make a model of 
one but the only kits available were 
the l/72nd scale Hasagawa or a very 
expensive resin version in l/48th 
from an American company. I was 
very surprised when the Ukrainian 
company Koden announced a family 
of Mohawks as I have always 
associated them with small scale 
World War I aircraft. 

When the Editor walked in to our 
Model Club with a Mohawk box 
under his arms I knew he would not 
be leaving with it. The kit was spread 
out over the table and first 
impressions were very good, the beige 
plastic featuring fine moulded detail 
with just small areas of flash round 
the smaller parts. The decals and 
clear parts were packed separately 
and a clear six-page instruction 
booklet added to the impression of a 
quality product. One unusual feature 
is an A4 print of the very nice box 
art. I have already framed mine for 
the workshop wall. 

As soon as I got home from club 1 
started hunting out my reference 



books on this type and had 
to be reminded that midnight 
was not a good time to start 
working in my loft as the rest of 
the family think night time is for 
sleeping not modelling, Very strange! 

Construction 

As with most kits we start with the 
cockpit, which is quite nicely detailed 
and there are some touches that are 
very familiar to anyone who has built 
an Accurate Miniatures kit. The main 
control panel is moulded in clear 
plastic and you need a steady hand to 
paint the panel leaving the 
instrument dials in clear. 

On the decal sheet there is a black 
instrument panel shape, which is 
applied to the rear of the clear plastic 
instrument panel and you find that 
the instrument dials that are printed 
on the back of the decal are now 
visible through the clear dials and 
really look the part. Another 
Accurate Miniatures style touch is 
the way you fold up thin plastic parts 
to supply a detailed moulding on the 
overhead instrument panel. Each 
ejection seat is made up from nine 
parts and looks very convincing, with 
careful painting I added pre-painted 
brass seat belts from Eduard VZoonV 
Apache set and a couple of their 
pre-painted R.B.F tags. I also 
improved the look of my cockpit by 
scribing some quilt patterns on to 



thin plastic card to 
represent the sound proofing 
material on the rear cockpit wall, 
which is very noticeable on 
photographs of the real aircraft. 
Construction of the rest of the kit 
was completely painless once you 
have removed the thin flash around 
some of the parts; the plastic that the 
kit is moulded in is slightly soft and 
very easy to work with. I needed to 
use only small amounts of filler on 
some of the larger joints and around 
the wing tips. 

The only area where you need to 
take some care is on the canopies 
due to the bulged nature of the 
originals. These are supplied in four 
parts and 1 found it best to mask 
them with Tamiya tape before 
construction started. 

The instructions would have you 
attach the windscreen and roof 
panels before inserting the bulged 
side parts, using odourless superglue 
and PVA. I got a reasonable result but 
you do have to have some patience. 

After painting I attached the 
smaller aerials, windscreen wipers 
and air brakes, and the model was 
finished by attaching the under wing 
weaponry. 

The story of the use of the weapons 
on the Mohawks caused some of the 
bitterest fighting during the Vietnam 
War, unfortunately between the US 
Air Force and the US Army.

Two of the four options in the kit 
are for JOV- 1 armed Mohawks and 
you are supplied in the kit with two 
drop tanks, two LAU3 and LAU32 
2.75mm rocket pods and two XM14 
gun pods. In the Squadron/Signal In 
Action on the Mohawk there is a 
picture of a JOV- 1 with a load 
featuring one of each of the weapons 
supplied and an LAU10 four-shot 
Zuni rocket launcher. I must say a hig 
thank to Peter Marshall for supplying 
me with an example of the LAU10 
from a Hasagawa weapons set as 1 
could not justify paying £14 just to 
get one pod to complete my model!

The final hurdle was how to keep 
the nose wheel on the deck? This kit 
is a major tail sitter with a lot of 
plastic at the rear and very little 
space forward to put any weights. 
My answer was to use an 
inexpensive base from Eduard 
representing a metal PSP parking 
area. This was painted Gunmetal 
and then treated to a wash of 
heavily diluted black acrylic finished 
off with Stardust Rust weathering 
powders. To hold the model to the 
base some small holes were drilled 
in to the kits wheels into which I 
then inserted some thin brass rod. 
Now red paint was applied to the 
exposed end of the rod and the 
model touched on the base. The red 
paint now marked where the 
receiving holes should be drilled. 
Once this had been done a small 
drop of superglue on the rod and 
my model was almost finished. 

The last thing I did was to attach 
the propellers which are moulded 
separately from the spinner, I 
normally hate this but on this kit they 
were easy to position, but be warned 
that in all the photographs 1 have of 
Mohawks at rest the propellers are 
fully feathered to prevent wind- 
milling so use a photo as a guide to 
their position. 

Colour Options 

The kit comes with markings for four 
Mohawks, two in gloss Olive Drab 
with high-viz markings: OV-IA 
S/No.59-26I7 of the 23rd Special 
Warfare Aviation Detachments in 
Vietnam in 1963 and JOV-1A 
S/No.60-3736 of the 225th Aviation 
Company 'Phantom Hawks* Vietnam 
in 1964. There are also two in the 
later low-viz matt Brown/Olive with 
black army markings and yellow 
section numbers on the tail: 
JOV- 1 A S/No.60-3728 in 1964 
that also uses the optional 
nose cone with a camera 
window supplied on the 
clear sprues and OV- 1 A 
S/No.63-l3I25of the 73rd 
Aviation Company, 
Xugen Province, Vietnam 
in 1964. 

Painting 

I had already decided to build a 
high-viz IOV- 1 and as this was a gloss 
scheme decided to retry using 
Xtracolor paints. Now I have a love* 
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hate relationship with these, I love 
the colours and the glossy finish but 
hate the long drying time compared 
to acrylics. But 1 had been taught a 
new trick by an armour modeller, by 
adding one drop of Rustins Terebene 
to the spraying cup of my airbrush 
the drying time could be reduced to 
20 to 30 minutes instead of the 
hours, days or sometimes weeks I had 



and at the back of the engine using 
CMK Stardust weathering powders. 

Decals 

These were the one weak area on the 
kit as some of the red images were 
printed off centre, especially on the 
stars and bars and I had to replace 
them with examples from an 
AeroMaster sheet. The yellow images 
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experienced before. Professional 
decorators use this product to reduce 
drying times and I have included a 
web link at the end of this review. 

Once the overall colour was dry I 
applied the wing walk decals then 
carefully filled in the walk areas with 
Tamiya Panzer Grey, finally Poly S 
RLM 22 black-grey was used on the 
anti-glare panels around the nose 
and engine nacelles. After decaling 
Poly S satin varnish was used to 
blend everything in and a small 
amount of weathering 
was applied to the 
walkways 



have distinct shadow, which is 
noticeable on the US Army markings 
on the top of the wings. The decals 
themselves are thin and when treated 
with Micro Sol settle down well, but 
need plenty of water when 
positioning as once they start to stick 
they are easy to break. 
Decal Rating = 6/10 




Note: Just as this review was being 
concluded the American decal 
manufacturer Two Bobs has 
announced a new sheet for the 
Mohawk. Knowing their high 
standards this would be a 
recommended purchase for anyone 
building this kit. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

I loved this kit; it was a joy to 
assemble and looks completely 
different from my normal military 
types, the fit and detail was good and 
only the decals stopped it being the 
equal of any far eastern kit. J am 
looking forward to building the 
longer wing and SLAR equipped D 
models that I saw in Germany in due 
course and have already got another 
OV-1 A to build the low-viz version. 

I hope Roden bring out further 
modern types in this larger scale in 
the not too distant future, and a 
biplane would even tempt me if they 
enlarged their l/72nd Shorts 
Felixstowe to this scale!

A-17A, flying for the first time in 
July 1945. After several redesigns 
and updates, as well as a company 
merger, the Dauntless SBD-1 (Scout 
Bomber Douglas) appeared in 
April 1939. 

At this time the SBD-1 was 
deemed unsuitable for Naval 
operations due to its poor range, so 
it was transferred to land-based 
Marine squadrons. However, it 
didn't take long for Douglas to 
update the design once more and 
with an increased fuel capacity in 
the outer wing cells, as well as a 
multitude of other detail changes, 
the SBD-2 was born. 

With the lessons learned from the 
first few months of combat, Douglas 
continued the development by 
adding self-sealing fuel tanks and 



armour protection for the crew and 
engine along with an increase in 
armament. The increased weight of 
this additional equipment was offset 
to some extent by the removal of 
some rear fuselage flotation 
panelling and a thinning down of 
some of the skin material gauges, 
although there was no increase in 
engine power, and this created the 
SBD-3. 

The SBD-3 'Slow But Deadly', 
took part in some of the greatest 
naval battles of WWII, Coral Sea 
and Midway of particular note, 
where it not only acquitted itself 
well in the dive bomber role but also 
suffered the lowest attrition rates of 
any US carrier aircraft in these 
battles. 

The next version, the SBD-4 was 
virtually identical to the -3 but had 
an uprated, 24V electrical system. 
The SBD-5 finally got an increase in 
engine power (to l,200hp) as well as

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(he ability to carry a wider range of 
munitions, including under wing 
rockets. The SBD-6, the final 
wartime version, got even more 
much needed power and this 
version brought production to an 
end with 5,936 SBDs of all marks 
being built. 

The Kit 

The kit comes in Hasegawa's usual 
top opening type box with some 
decent artwork on the lid. It 
comprises eighty-four parts on 
eleven sprues of light grey plastic* 
one sprue of transparencies and one 
etched fret. 

The grey plastic is hard and well 
formed, and the usual Hasegawa 
high standard of lovely crisp recessed 
panel lines and fine raised detail is 
evident on all the components (See 
Photo 3). All the parts arc well 
moulded without a single sink hole 
or mould mark in evidence and very 
little flash. The transparencies are 
very clear, if a little on the thick side, 
whilst the etched tret is very well 
done indeed, even containing a tiny 
razor saw with which to cut out the 
flap sections on the wings. (See 
Photo 4) 

The etched fret is also bagged 
separately from everything else, 
whilst the transparencies and the 
single large decal sheet make do 
with sharing a poly bag. 

Instructions 

The instructions are presented in 
Hasegawa's usual style, a single fold- 
out sheet of ten pages. Page one has 
three pictures of a completed model 
as well as a short history and a data 
table. Pages two to six are the 



construction diagrams, no surprises 
from Hasegawa here, they are, as 
ever, perfectly clear and well drawn 
exploded views with scrap views of 
important details and detail 
painting instructions. The two 
centre pages are given over entirely 
to the construction of the etched 
parts for the dive brakes and flap 
assembly. Once again these are clear 
and easy to follow with concise 
instructions on the preparation and 
painting of the intricate metal parts. 

Page seven is a sprue layout 
diagram and paint reference chart, 
whilst pages eight and nine are the 
painting and marking guide, leaving 
page ten for the all the warnings and 
cautions that no-one ever reads 
anymore. 

Construction 

Construction begins, as always, with 
the cockpit. This is a little tub made 
up of twenty-four parts, most of 
which are well detailed and all fit 
together nicely without any fuss or 
difficulty. (See Photos 5 & 6) The 
only real omissions from this sub- 
assembly are the seat bells, and not 
having any etched ones to hand I 
had to resort to making my own 
from a few strips of masking tape 
and a sliver or two of aluminium 
tape (See Photo 7), they don't look 
anywhere near as good as Eduard's 
pre-painted items but they'll do. 
The painting is straightforward: 
cockpit green with highlights of a 
light green and some black pastels 
worked into the well defined ribs 
give a reasonable effect. The 
instrument panels are painted matt 
black then dry brushed with light 
grey after which the instruments 



themselves are picked out with 
white acrylics and the dial faces 
filled in with clear fix to simulate 
the glass. 

The next stage was the engine, 
made up of six separate bits, painted 
in the usual black, greys and silvers 
and tucked away into the close 
fitting cowling it looks fairly 
convincing. 

The fuselage were then closed up 
around the interior of the cockpit 
'tub', which was now dry. Taped and 
clamped it was set aside overnight 
to set (See Photo 8). 

Next up was the wing sections 
and these had to be modified to 
accept the etched parts. This 
involved some simple surgery to cut 
out the existing flaps and dive 
brakes (Photo 9 shows the areas to 
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be cut out.). I opted not to use the 
little razor saw provided by 
Hasegawa and just carefully 
trimmed out the areas affected with 
a new blade in the modelling knife 
(See Photo 10). Once cut the wings 
were glued and taped up to dry 
overnight, leaving plenty of time to 
get on with building up the flap and 
dive brake assemblies. These are 
comprised totally of etched parts 
and although a little fiddly they go 
together well; just follow the 
instructions carefully and you can't 
go wrong (See Photos II & 12). 
Once built up they were primed 
(Sec Photo I 3 ) and sprayed the 
appropriate colours, red on the 
inside and the camouflage colours 
on the upper and lower surfaces 
respectively. The interior ribs of 
each flap and brake were dusted 
with a touch or two of dark grey 
pastels to give a better sense of 
depth to the parts which were then 
put aside to be fitted later. 

The remaining construction 
stages were carried out without 
problems. All the bits fit just as they 
should, the stabilisers and main 
wing assembly slotted on with only 
a tiny smear of filler needed (See 
Photo 1 4) at the forward wing to 
fuselage joint. A couple of small 
smears of Tippex were required to 
tidy up the fuselage joint but apart 
from that it was all up to Hasegawa's 
usual impeccable standard. 

Whilst the main construction was 
set aside to dry I turned my attention 
to all the little bits 1 would add later. 
The cockpit transparencies were 
masked (See Photo 15) and painted, 
the bomb and its centre-line cradle as 
well as the very simple undercarriage 
units and propeller. The propeller 
blades were the only part that had 
any appreciable flash on, this in part 
because the blades are very thin at the 
tailing edges, requiring careful 
cleaning up. The propeller hub has 
some nice detail on it although this 
was mostly out of sight when the 
small spinner was put into place.

With the main assembly dried out 
and fully set it was time to fire up 
the airbrush and get to painting. 

Colour Options 

Even though there are two options 
on the instruction sheet they have 
identical colours: upper surface 
blue/grey FS35189, lower surface 
light grey FS36495. 1 have no wish to 
bring Hasegawas research into 
disrepute but I could have sworn 
that the upper surfaces of the SBD-3 
at the time of the Midway battles 
(June 1942) was Intermediate Blue 
FS35I64 and all of the references 
that I could find had the 
Intermediate Blue upper surfaces as 
opposed to the earlier Blue/Grey. So, 
Sorry Mr Hasegawa, Sin but I chose 
to use FS35164. Humbrol 144 is a 
pretty good match for that, maybe a 
shade too dark but the colour is fine. 
(See Photo 16) For the underside I 
used Tamiya acrylic XF-19 Sky Grey 
(See Photo 17) as to my eye this 
gives the right contrast in this scale, 
once again maybe a shade dull but if 
you don't try it you'll never know. 

The underside panels had their 
centres lightened by a brush or two 
of white pastel and the edges 
darkened with grey pastels, and with 
a quick dab of various muddy and 
mucky colours and streaks the 
underside was just about done (See 
Photo 18) 

The upper surfaces once again 
had a touch of white pastels added 
to the panel centres, this time being 
much more conservative with the 
application as it has a heavy contrast 
with the base blue. The panel joint 
lines were darkened by a dry brush 
of Humbrol 157 (Azure Blue), and 
dark grey pastels for some of the 
dirtier panel lines. Careful 
application of the Azure Blue onto 
the control surfaces gives a fair 
representation of the raised ribs 
visible through their fabric 
coverings. 

Once the paint was dry it was 
time to add the chips and scrapes 
using a silver pencil and a bit of 
time and patience saw the Dauntless 
looking decidedly war weary. A 
couple of coats of Humbrol gloss 
spray later and it was ready for the 
decals. 

Decals 

There are two versions on offer in 
the box, the first is for an SBD-3 of 
VB-3, USS Yorktown, Midway June 
1942 which has the Type 2 cockades 
and an example from USS 
Enterprise February 1942 which has 
the oversize Type I cockades as well 
as the red and white rudder stripes. 

The guy I was making this SBD 
for (no not Dai this time... bless 
him), but a chap called Chris Ellis, 
decided he wanted the Midway 
Yorktown version which was fine 
with me as I really don't like the 
massively oversized stars of the 
second version. 



The decals are well printed in 
perfect colour and register. They 
have good density without being too 
thick or cumbersome and they were 
surprisingly tough, standing up to 
being moved around and 
mishandled without any cracking or 
splitting. They react well to 
Microscales setting solutions and 
settle down well with very little 
silvering. 

The only surprising omission is 
that there are no stencils on the 
sheet, was the Dauntless devoid of 
such things? 

Decal Ratings 9/10. 

Accuracy 

The kit measures 263mm span x 
204mm long, this scales up to 
12.62m span x 9.79m long. With the 
real thing measuring 12.67m span x 
9.89m long, that makes it as close as 
you can humanly get in this scale. 
The kit also fits R.J. Caruanas 
1 /48th scale plans like a glove, which 
is good enough for me. 

The way a model looks and 'sits' 
is sometimes just as important and 
in this respect Hasegawa have 
captured well the hunched-up look 
of the real thing. Top marks. 

Final Assembly 

Once the decals were completely dry 
and set they were roughed up with 
the silver pencil, grey and black 
pastels and a scrape or two to reveal 
the colours underneath, to blend in 
with the slightly battered look of the 
rest of the paintwork. 

Then it was on with all the bits 
Vd left off earlier, which included 
the undercarriage and doors, the 
bomb and its cradle, the arrester 
hook, pitot tube, radio mast and 
gun barrels (suitably drilled out). 

Two coats of Humbrol spray matt 
enamel gives a wonderful near-matt 
finish onto which 1 applied a few 
final dabs of pastels for exhaust 
staining and cordite flash around 
the guns. Then it was on with the 
radio aerials ( 1 lb fishing line) and 
the cockpit canopies. 

Aaah the canopies! Hasegawa 
would have you believe that 
because they have supplied the 
canopy separated into its five 
component parts, it is a simple 
matter to depict the aircraft either 
'closed in* or 'opened up'. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
The design of these parts means 
that they really only fit effectively 
closed, to model them in the open 
position takes a lot of cutting, 
trimming and trial fits to get 
anywhere near a reasonable effect. 
(If you look at the pictures of the 
completed model in the 
instruction sheet you can see that 
even they had to cheat to get the 
rear position open by completely 
omitting part F5) 

And so the kit is complete, well 
nearly, it s confession time. If you 
look at the pictures of my 
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completed kit you might notice that 
the ammunition belts for the rear 
guns are missing (See Photo 19). 
These parts are supplied as part of 
the etched fret. You have to paint 
them and cut them to length all of 
which I did, then promptly lost 
them. I actually believe I chucked 
them in the bin when 1 had a mid- 
kit tidy up. Sorry Chris! 

Conclusion 

• Good Points: Well detailed, 
accurate and a pleasure to build, 
with some fine etched parts 
supplied as standard. 

• Bad Point: Canopy fit. 

I have to admit that this period of 
the war and this particular aircraft 
type hold no great interest for me so 
if I'd been told to make this one 
pink with purple spots Pd probably 
have been just 3S happy with the 
finished result. I laving said that you 
can't fault Hasegawa or their kit. It 
goes together easily, is well detailed 
and well engineered and the 
addition of the etched fret for the 
flaps/dive brakes makes something 
special out of this one. With the 
exception of the canopy fit problems 
I have nothing at all to fault with 
this kit and can heartily recommend 
it to anyone with even a passing 
interest in this kind of aircraft type 
or period.

Heinkel He I62A-2

When this kit was 
announced late last 
year I am sure that 
many Luftwaffe fans 
were delighted by the thought of a 
brand-new tooling of such a subject 
in this scale. Myself* like many, 
wrongly assumed that this kit would 
be like the previous Messerschmitt 
Bf 109G, which was a tooling 
produced by Hasegawa, but also 
marketed by Revell. This kit is 
all-new, but is also all-Revell, being 
tooled by Revell in their new plant in 
China. The example used here was a 
test-shot and as a result had no box, 
instructions or decals, in fact all I got 
was a bag containing the white and 
clear plastic parts. Making it would 
be 'interesting', this is real 'extreme 
modelling! 

Construction 

As t said at the beginning of this 
review, the example built here was a 
test-shot, so I had no instructions to 
work from. As a result I cannot 
identify parts by the part numbers 
and my method of construction will 
probably be different to that 
eventually shown in the instructions. 
First impressions are of a good. 




sound set of mouldings* with crisp 
recessed panel lines and rivets. The 
first task is to build up the cockpit 
interior which comprises the rear 
bulkhead with integrally moulded 
upper seat section, seat pan with 
ejection handle and foot rests, side 
consoles, nose wheel well, control 
column and the instrument panel 
with the rudder pedals suspended 
from it. The way 1 approached this 
was to build up the bulkhead, seat 
and associated side console in the 
port fuselage half (See Photo I ) and 
the side console and wheel well in 



the starboard half (See Photo 1). At 
this stage the control column and 
instrument panel were not added, as 
they can be fitted later. The raised 
detail on each fuselage half is good, 
but there are a few items that are in 
an odd partial-relief form that does 
not work well. The most glaring is 
the tube that relates to the flare pistol 
chute in the starboard side of the 
cockpit. In the real aircraft this tube 
projected at a rearwards angle into 
the cockpit area, but in the kit this is 
just depicted as a partial semi-relief 
moulding. I was not going to be 



updating and detailing the kit here, 
so 1 did not change it. With the next 
one, I would remove the moulded 
detail, drill out a hole in line with the 
outlet hole in the fuselage side and 
then make a new tube from plastic 
tubing. On the port fuselage half 
there are'T' handles towards the 
front that could do with being 
removed and replaced with new 
examples made from plastic rod and 
wire, just to make them more 
three-dimensional. The wheel well 
for the nose leg projects up into the 
cockpit and the sight glass in its top 
is included as a separate clear part. 
The control column is odd in that at 
its base there are two pins, linked 
together, but these do not sit in line 
and as a result you may think you are 
fitting the column sideways, but it is 
correct I can assure you! In the real 
aircraft there are a lot of cables 
present along the sidewalls (big 
bundles of them) and on the wheel 
well running from a connector block 
just underneath the instrument panel 
down to the control column. None of 
these are moulded in the kit, but it is 
an easy job to add them from lengths 
of brass wire. The seat as depicted in 
the kit is a bit of a puzzle? In France 




there is an example of a seat claiming 
to be from their He 162 that matches 
the one in this kit quite well, but if 
you look at the seat fitted in the 
unrestored example in NASM in the 
USA, you will see that the seat is 
different? I did not change the kit 
parts this time around, but a bit 
more research will be needed to find 
out which seat shape is correct. I did 
not like the way the back of the seat 
is moulded with the rear bulkhead, 
as the definition and clarity of detail 
was a little vague as a result. The 
headrest and backrest 
pad shapes are also .1 
bit suspect when 
compared with 
photos of preserved 



and unrestored examples? Once both 
halves were built I could test fit the 
assembly together (See Photo 3), 
where I found it was possible to 
carefully slide and wiggle the two 
halves to get everything lined up. 
Fitting the wheel well after installing 
the seat etc and joining the two 
halves may be the instruction listed 
method, but 1 found having all the 
parts secure in place first worked 
well for me. 

The kit includes the cannon bay 
on the port lower side of the 



fuselage. This is moulded as a single 
insert (See Photo 4) and I have to 
say that the detail is a little 
disappointing and the shape of the 
cannon breech a little suspect? It 
could be rebuilt from scratch, but 1 
am betting the afterrnarket boys will 
soon be on the scene with a resin set 
for this area. Do not forget to cut 
away the holes in the doors for the 
cannon bays. These are outlined with 
raised lines on the single separate 
door and on the corresponding area 
in the other fuselage half. These are 
chutes for the spent cartridge cases 




and should be holes. But remember 
that you will have to box-in the area 
around the hole you make in the 
starboard fuselage half, otherwise 
you will be able to look up inside the 
fuselage! Also remember that the 
doors on this machine were held in 
place by simple 'piano hinges' and as 
a result the removal of a length of 
wire from either allowed the door to 
hinge either at the top or bottom. 
This is why some books with photos 
of preserved examples show the door 
hanging down, while others show it 
held up! 

The next area to look at was the 
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main undercarriage bay. This is well 
detailed with a multi-part assembly 
making up the insert. The 
undercarriage legs literally plug into 
position, so they can be added after 
all the painting and decaling stages. 
The linkage and springs are well 
moulded, although some modellers 
may wish to change the latter with 
new ones built from copper wire- 
good luck to you! The odd thing 
about this area is that in the real 
aircraft there were two oval 
depressions in the aft roof area that 
took the wheels as the bay was not 
quite deep enough otherwise, but in 
the kit Revell have spent the time to 
mould their oval outline, but made 
them into holes (See Photo $)? 
Adding a domed oval insert was 
beyond me at this stage, so I just 
closed them off with plasticard from 
behind. The small holes in the 
forward roof of the bay are also odd, 
as left as they are they result in you 
being able to see right up under the 
engine above. This would be fine in 
some ways, but the real aircraft had 
the upper fuselage skin to block this 
area anyway, and no 'holes' existed, 
in the kit though this upper skinning 
is missing, so you could see straight 
up through. 1 therefore blocked off 
all the holes in the wheel well area 
with plasticard from the back. The 
other odd thing is the inclusion of a 
dished blanking plate on the rear 
wall (See Photo 6). Now I am not 
saying Revell are wrong here, it is just 
that in all the images I have seen of 
this area in preserved examples there 




is no plate, just a big hole? There are 
two possible explanations. The first is 
that all the preserved examples do 
not have the plate anymore or, two, 
that the real aircraft did not have 
them and Revell have invented the 
plate from 'extrapolation' and which, 
by the way, also means they did not 
have to add the radio rack and 
internal detail to the aft fuselage? 1 
have to say 1 opt for the former, as I 
suspect that the proximity of the 
radio equipment to this bulkhead 
means that an access cover would 
make sense to allow servicing but 
more importantly, to keep muck and 
dirt from the wheels getting into this 
equipment. OK Revell, 1 give you the 
benefit of the doubt here! The other 
odd thing about the undercarriage 
area relates to the doors on the main 
bay. In the kit the longest (angled) 
side is gently curved. Now if you 
look at images of the He 162 from 
most angles the door does look 



curved, but if you see an image 
directly from the side the edge now 
looks straight? UK modellers can go 
to the IWM in London and see their 
He 162 suspended from the ceiling 
with the undercarriage up. As a 
result, looking directly up 
underneath, with the doors closed, 
you will see that the door and the 
corresponding area of the 
under-belly is actually a straight line? 
It would seem that the curve of the 
lower fuselage makes both door and 
bay edge look curved when in fact is 
it straight. 

Now to the engine. This is a 
simple assembly made up of four 
main parts with about five detailing 
elements that go on the outside. The 
rear exhaust section is well moulded 
and detailed and looks quite 
effective. The front cone and fan is 
also well detailed, but I think Revell 
have positioned it too far back inside 
the engine (See Photo 7). Once in 



place the cone at the front of the 
engine is buried far back in the 
engine (See Photo 8) and this does 
not correspond to images of this area 
in the real aircraft. In my second 
version 1 will reduce the diameter of 
the piece and move it forward until 
the tip of the cone is in line with the 
join line of the forward engine ring 
intake and engine itself. Once built 
and positioned on the fuselage the 
engine starts to look quite effective 
(See Photo 9), although painting will 
be the key. A lot can be added detail 
wise to the engine, as the real thing 
was covered in wiring and pipes, but 
that is up to the individual modeller 
to decide to add. 

The wings are made up of top and 
bottom sections and these fitted 
together with little fuss. They 
exhibited super-fine trailing edges 
and once secured to the model 
proved that the wing/fuselage joint 
was also extremely good (See Photo 
10). The tail unit is just as good and 
all fitted well so that before too long 
the main bulk of the model was 
assembled (See Photo I I ). 

Most of the painting had been 
done in advance for each assembly, 
but for your information the cockpit 
interior was RLM 66 Schwartzgrau, 
the nose and main wheel wells were 
bare aluminium (Alclad II 
Aluminium), the cannon bay was 
basically bare aluminium with 
Gunmetal (Alclad II Jet Exhaust) for 
the cannon and RLM 02 Grau for 
the fittings. The undercarriage legs 
were RLM 02 Grau and the wheels 



had the lyres in RLM 66 with the 
hubs in gloss black. The engine was 
a mix of various metal shades from 
the Alclad II range, but basically a 
base coat of Aluminium, followed by 
Duralumin for the rear section, 
darkened Aluminium for the front 
section and a lower coat of Pale 
Burnt Iron with rings of Jet Exhaust 
for the tail section. 

Colour Options 

As 1 have said, this sample was a 
test-shot and as a result had no 
decals, so I cannot comment on 
those that will be included in the kit 
once it becomes commercially 
available. 

I opted to do mine as the ill-fated 
example that was test flown post-war 
in the UK. This machine (W/Nr. 
120072) became Air Min 61 and 
was involved in a fatal crash 
at Farnborough. My kit 
therefore featured RAF 
roundels and fin flashes 
from AeroMaster sheets and 
the Werke No. and 'Air Min 61' 
made from rub-down transfers 
from the Verlindcn range. 
The overpainted 
markings were all 



done freehand and the masked '2' 
you can still see was done by 
applying a suitable sized white 
number two character as a rub-down 
transfer, then over- spraying it in 
Dark Earth. As I had no shield for 
the forward section of the nose, 1 just 
sprayed a suitable sized patch of 
Dark Earth in the correct location. 

Painting 

I went for a simple scheme of 
RLM 81 over 76, but there are 
various and some rather odd 
camouflage patterns for the 
Salamander. Time will tell what is in 
(he kit. As already said, all the 
locations for the previous Luftwaffe 
markings were oversprayed in Dark 
Earth on the upper surfaces and 
Medium Sea Grey underneath, as 



this was done in the immediate 
post-war period. 

Accuracy 

The model measures 283mm long 
and with a 225mm span. The He 162 
had a real length of 9m (29ft 8 
l/2in) and a span of 7.2m (23ft 7 
3/4in), which equates to 281.2mm 
long and 225mm span in l/32nd 
scale. As you can see the stated 
dimensions are 1.8mm overlong and 
bang on in span. 1 will leave all the 
detail quibbles to the rivet-counters 
out there, as apart from the 
comments already made I feel that 
this kit captures the lines of the 
He 162 quite well. 

I used German Aircraft of 
the Second World War by J.R. 



Smith and A.LKay (Putnam) as my 
reference source for the above 
dimensions. 

Conclusion/Recommendation 

This is a superb little kit, and as it 
comes from the box a good model 
can be built. The bigger scale suits 
such a small subject. There are areas 
that could do with being improved, 
and I suspect aftermarket sets will be 
available before too long. The cockpit 
interior can be improved, but 
scraping off specific smaller details 
before replacing them will make the 
job tedious. The engine can be 
detailed and the wheel wells have 
some odd 'errors*. The 
fc see-through potential of the 
f gear bay up under the engine 
is a bit of a disappointment. 




but overall from the box this is a great 
model that will serve modellers 
building from the box right through 
to those who superdetail, so what 
more can you ask! 

An excellent product, highly 
recommended to all. Can we have a 
new I /32nd scale Me 262 now 
please? 

Our thanks to Revell AG (UK 
Branch) for the review sample. 
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Making its first Flight on 16th 
February 1955, the Tu-95 can 
trace its lineage right back to 
the Tu 4 Bull -itself a 
reverse-engineered Boeing B-29 
Superfortress! The piston-engined 
Tu-4 was developed into the larger 
Tu-80> then the Tu-85 and finally the 
swept-wing, turboprop-powered 
Tu-95 - and all used the same 
fuselage cross-section. 

The original Tu-95/ 1 prototype 
actually flew on 12th November 1952 
on the power of eight coupled TV-2 
turboprops, but the definitive engine 
was to be the massive TV- 1 2 (later 
NK-12) turboprop. It was delays in 
developing the TV- 1 2 that put the 
flight date of the Tu-95/2 back to 
1955. Given the entirely appropriate 
reporting name of 'Bear* by the Air 
Standards Co-ordinating Committee 
(ASCC), the Tu-95 bomber entered 
service with the long-range aviation 
arm (DA) of the Soviet Air Force 
(WS) in 1957. 

The Tu-95 was developed from a 
conventional bomber into a 
bewildering number of variants, 
including anti-ship missile carriers, 
reconnaissance platforms, over-thc- 




horizon targeting relay platforms and 
ECM (ammers. One variant 
(Tu-95LAL) tested the installation of 
a nuclear powerplant, while another 
(Tu- 1 16) became a VIP passenger 
carrier with seating for 6-8 people in 
a pressurised compartment in the 
weapons bay. An airliner proper, the 
Tu-1 14 Cleat, used the wings and 
engines of the Tu-95 married to a 
completely new fuselage able to 
house 220 seats in a high-density 
layout, the more common 
arrangement being for 170 seats. 
Using the wider fuselage of the Tu- 
1 14, Tupolev developed the Tu- 1 26 
Moss AWACS variant - of which nine 
were built and served with the Soviet 
Air Defence arm (A-PVO) until 1984. 
The Tu-95MS, the subject of the 
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Trumpeter kit, was derived from a 
long-range anti-submarine variant 
(the Tu-142) and featured completely 
redesigned wings with a new airfoil 
section and two-section flaps, a 
revised, longer fuselage and a new 
cockpit layout with raised flight deck 
glazing giving improved visibility. 
The Tu-95MS Bear-H is now the 
mainstay of the Russian Air Force's 
Long-Range Aviation and has 
evolved into a very capable cruise- 
missile carrying platform. The 
airframes are relatively young and 
should remain in service for many 
years. They are normally kept in 
pristine condition and have been 
seen sporting the names and coats of 
arms of Russian cities - such as 
Saratov, Ryazan, Kaluga etc.

The Kit 

For years the only available model of 
the mighty Russian Bear was the 
vac-form kit from Contrail. Now 
some 30 years old the kit was 
reasonable for its time and 
represented the early 'bomber' 
variants, namely the Bear-A, B C 8c 
D. The Contrail moulds were taken 
over by Aircraft in Miniature and the 
kit was completely retooled to 
provide a very accurate model of the 
glazed-nose Tu-95 or the VIP 
configured Tu-1 16. 

Then, a year ago, along came 
A- Model with their very good kit of 
the missile-carrying Tu-95MS 
Bear-H moulded in fibreglass, resin 
and injection-moulded plastic. This 
would have been a best seller, had 




Tupolev Tu-95MS Bear-H 
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not the Chinese company of 
Trumpeter announced, around about 
the time of the A-Models kit, their 
intention of releasing the same 
variant as an injection -moulded kit 
Eagerly anticipated, Trumpeters kit 
has to be the definitive Bear - at least 
for the later cruise-missile carrying 
version and the only variant still in 
service with the Russian Air Force. 

The kit arrives in a huge, stout, 
cardboard box with a painting of a 
Tu-95 landing in front of snow- 
capped mountains. 

Inside are eight large sprues 
individually sealed in plastic bags 
plus a clear sprue containing the 
cockpit glazing, the rear gunner s 
window and the smaller side 
windows - again in its own plastic 
bag. On my kit the very thin cockpit 
glazing had broken where it was 
attached to the sprue - a quick phone 
call to the suppliers, elicited a 
replacement part by return of post. I 
have spoken to numerous modellers 
who have purchased this kit and 
most of them have had the same 
problem with cracked cockpit 
glazing, something that Trumpeter 
needs to look into. 



The 1 98 plastic parts themselves 
feature neat engraved detailing with 
what appears at first sight to be 
provision for the large flaps to work - 
more on this later (See Photos 4 to 9). 
The instruction booklet consists of 
twelve pages with a parts layout and 
well laid out construction diagrams 
taking you through the 12 stages of 
assembly (See Photos 2 & 3). 

The fuselage is moulded in left 
and right halves - with each half 
being split front and rear with the 
join halfway between the wing and 
tailplane. This is obviously designed 
to allow for the later release of the 
Tu- 142 variant, but it docs meant 
that there is a very prominent join 
line to be filled (See Photo 10). 

The decal sheet is very simple 
consisting of six red stars and two 
stylised Russian flags and individual 
aircraft numbers plus four blue and 
yellow roundels and a trident fin 
flash and aircraft numbers, so two 
options can be made; bort 33 of the 
Ukrainian Air Force or bort 36 of the 
Russian Air Force. Incidentally, the 
Russian machine is the same one that 
made a courtesy visit to Barksdale 
AFB in the USA during 1995. 



Construction 

• Fuselage 

Trumpeter's instructions have you 
starting with the main undercarriage, 
but 1 skipped a few pages to stage 8 
and made a start on the front fuselage. 

The kit cockpit is a little bare (no 
pun intended!) and comprises a long 
floor section with raised side 
consoles, two crew seats, control 
columns, trim wheels and an 
instrument panel. 

The first thing to do is to remove a 
3mm section from the rear of the floor 
otherwise the side consoles do not fit 
over the raised ledges moulded into 
the fuselage halves! (See Photo 1 1 ). 

Although not much can be seen 
through the cockpit glazing, 1 added 
headrests to the seats and fitted a 
plastic card bulkhead behind the 
seats. The real aircraft has this 
bulkhead and a curtain between the 
pilot's position and the rest of the 
crew compartment, so I made a 
curtain from some thin plastic card 
cut to shape and scored to represent 
the folds in the material. It was 
painted pale grey and fixed to the 
bulkhead so that it appeared to be 
half-closed - effectively hiding the 



large open area behind the pilot's 
compartment (See Photo 1 2). 

The instrument panel, part A28, 
has engraved dials, but is a poor 
representation of the real thing. The 
rectangular hole in the centre of this 
panel should be in the centre so 
plastic was removed from the right- 
hand side and added to the left until 
it was central. I painted in turquoise 
and added instruments from a set of 
Reheat decals. The central 'hole' was 
covered with thin plastic card 
painted light grey to represent the 
curtain fitted on the real thing. 

Incidentally the cockpit colours on 
the Tu-95MS consist of pale green 
walls, turquoise instrument panels 
with black dials and fittings, a 
linoleum -like floor covering and 
seats with dark brown or black 
leather cushions. The control 
columns are black and the side 
consoles are pale green. 

I painted my floor a streaky red 
colour to represent the linoleum that 
was seen on the Tu-95 that visited 
Fairford in 1993. 1 don't know 
whether this is standard or just a 
modification by the Fairford crew! 

For the price that Trumpeter are 
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charging, I really expected a much 
better cockpit, they could have at 
least provided a decent front panel 
with proper engraved instruments or, 
at the very least, an instrument decal! 

With the whole cockpit moved back 
by 3mm, due to the modification to 
get it to fit, the instrument panel now 
has a gap behind it (in front of it 
where it meets the non-existent 
coaming). This was remedied by 
adding a new coaming from a shaped 
piece of thin plastic card curved to fit 
on top of the panel and under the 
fuselage (See Photo 13). 

Before cementing the forward 
fuselage halves together, 1 added the 
recommended nose ballast and 



cemented in place the small clear 
windows and the nosewheel bay, 
minus the nosewheel leg and wheel. 

The rear fuselage halves are 
separate - no doubt to cater for the 
different front fuselage on the naval 
Tu-142. «H 

Before cementing them together 
you need to open up the tail gunner s 
rear window. For some strange reason 
Trumpeter have moulded this solid - 
so the poor gunner cannot see out to 
the rear! (See Photos 14 & 1 $) 

Although well engineered, 
cementing the front and rear fuselage 
sections together results in a joint 
line that has to be filled and sanded - 
with the consequent loss of panel 
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detail that has to be made good. In 
retrospect it might be better to 
ignore Trumpeter's instructions and 
cement the front and rear halves of 
the fuselage together on a flat surface 
then cement the left and right 
completed halves together in a more 
conventional manner. 

I completed the fuselage assembly 
by adding all the various intakes and 
those aerials that would not be 
broken off when handling it. 1 left off 
the cockpit glazing and the nose 
probe at this stage. 

• Wings 

The wings are in upper and lower 
halves, port & starboard. Trumpeter 



have moulded a criss-cross rib effect 
on the inside surface to give the large 
moulding some strength and to 
prevent warping. They also provide 
separate ailerons and flaps, the latter 
being held in place by short ribs with 
slots in them to allow the flaps to 
slide in and out. This is all well and 
good but the flaps can only slide in 
and out they cannot droop as on the 
real thing, so the whole exercise is a 
bit of a waste of time in my opinion. 
A Bear at rest has the flaps retracted 
and I would rather that Trumpeter 
had invested more on the cockpit 
than on the rather gimmicky flaps: 
just my feelings on the subject. 
Anyway, I cemented the ailerons 










and flaps in place, foregoing the ability 
lo have them slide in and out, and 
moved on to the engine nacelles. 
Trumpeters instructions have the 
mainwheels and their associated wheel 
wells completed at this stage, but 1 had 
skipped that stage, so the wheel well 
'boxes' were cemented inside the 
nacelle halves and, with the propeller 
shaft trapped between them, the two 
nacelle halves were cemented together. 
I left off the ring-shaped inserts (part 
E9) and added them later. Trumpeter 
show these parts as being painted 
burnt iron' but I think they are the 
blanking plugs that fit between the 
propeller hub and the cowling so I 
painted them red and put them aside 



until later. The lower intakes (parts 
B13) and the small intakes on top of 
the nacelle (parts E6 & E7) were 
added, but before adding the nacelle 
to the wing 1 modified the strange 
wedge-shaped protrusion on the 
underside of the nacelle. This is meant 
to represent an oil-cooler outlet but it 
has no opening at the rear. You can cut 
a slot to represent this opening or do 
what I did and sand the whole wedge 
shape off completely. This outlet is 
only open when the engine is running; 
it is usually closed when the Bear is at 
rest, so sanding it off is entirely 
correct, just make sure that you don't 
sand through the plastic completely! 
Fitting the completed nacelles to the 






wings proved to be a bit problematic, 
at least on my kit. The shape of the 
cutout on the inner nacelles did not 
match the profile on the wing lower 
surface. 1 had to do a lot of trimming 
to get it to fit - and when it did finally 
fit 1 was left with a large gap between 
the cutout in the wing leading edge 
and the nacelle that I had to fill with 
shims of plastic card and apply lots of 
filler. Similar problems were 
encountered with the outer nacelles, 
lots of filling where the nacelle meets 
the wing leading edge. All of this 
filling and sanding resulted in the loss 
of the engraved detail which then had 
to be rescribed. I was very surprised by 
the amount of work 1 had to do to get 



a decent joint between the engine 
nacelles and the wings, not something 
I expect in a kit costing £70! 

I didn't take any photos of my 
poorly fitting parts so 1 borrowed 
another unmade Tu-95 kit from a 
friend (thanks Mick!) and taped 
the relevant parts together to show 
how bad the fit problem was, but 
his kit had no such fit problem 
(typical!) Maybe I was just unlucky 
and had an early example, but I am 
happy to report that on this second 
kit, the nacelle-to-wing fit appeared 
to be OK. 

Another area where I encountered 
problems was fitting the wings to the 
fuselage. Trumpeter provide a tongue 
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at the wing root that fits into a slot 
in the fuselage. All very conventional, 
but they then mould a curious bevel 
shape on the upper wing root which 
is supposed to fit against a 
corresponding shape in the fuselage 
slot, except that it doesn't! Once 
again I had to do lots of scraping and 
sanding to get the wing to fit snugly 
into its slot until 1 was satisfied. 
Again, whether this was a problem 
unique to my example I don't know 



as a quick dry fit on Mick's kit once 
again showed that the fit was better 
than on mine! 

Final Assembly 

The two-part rudder was added and 
the upper and lower halves of the 
port and starboard lailplanes were 
cemented in place. 1 was tempted to 
sand down the large coffin-shaped 
covers over the actuators on the 
tailplanes and elevators - they surely 



can't be that size? On a recent visit to 
Zhukovsky near Moscow, I 
photographed the very same area on 
a Tu-95MS and yes, they really are 
that big! 

The elevators are in upper and 
lower halves and were cemented in 
place - slightly drooped as a quick 
glance at photographs of a parked 
Bear show that they adopt a trailing- 
edge down attitude when at rest (See 
Photo 16). 
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The rear gunner s glazing was 
added - as was the cockpit canopy 
and the refuelling probe. This latter 
item was painted white and had its 
lower half masked off and the upper 
half painted black before fitment .1 
reasoned that it was easier to paint it 
before attaching it but it still needed 
a little filler to blend it in to the nose. 

The numerous hatches in the 
lower rear fuselage and all the non- 
breakable aerials were added, but I 
left the weapons bay doors off. I 
fitted forward and rear bulkheads, 
cut from circles of plastic card, into 
the fuselage at either end of the 
weapons bay. At some later stage I 
want to try and add a scratchbuilt 
rotary weapons launcher complete 
with Kh-55 cruise missiles into the 
weapons bay, hence the reason for 
the doors being left off. Like most of 
my projects it will probably never 
come to fruition, but the option is 
there should I decide to do it! 

At this stage I had a complete 
airframe minus the undercarriage 
and propellers, so I set about 
painting the beast... 

Painting 

Living as I do in the UK, 1 have 
found a great source of acrylic spray 
paints from the car accessories chain, 
Halfords. As well as their grey, white 
and red acrylic plastic primers and 
their black and white colours I also 
use some of their car colours which 1 
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have found to be a good match to 
specific aircraft colours. 

As the Tu-95 is various shades of 
silver, I elected to use a combination 
of silver car colours, so I stocked up 
on about seven shades of silver 
ranging from aluminium to dark 
metallic. I was surprised as to how 
many shades I actually used. 

First off I sprayed the nose, engine 
nacelles, wing and fin tips and a 
couple of other areas using Hal ford's 
Appliance White. These were then 
masked off and the leading edge of 
the fin was sprayed Ford Bermuda 
Blue (see later) (See Photo I $). 

Starting with the lightest shades 
on the fuselage, I proceeded to add 
the silver. Spraying the paint, 
allowing it dry, masking it off and 
then applying the next darker colour 
to the wing leading edge, trailing 
edge, the rear of the nacelles etc 
following Trumpeter's excellent 
colour diagrams plus a few of my 
own references. Note that the fin 
leading edge on Trumpeters colour 
diagram is a dark shade of silver or 
grey. This is as seen on bort number 
36 that visited Barksdale although 
most Tu-95's do not show this 
difference in shade. The aircraft I 
wanted to model was a unit 
commanders aircraft from the 184th 
GvTBAP (Guards Heavy Bomber 
Aviation Regiment) based at Engels 
near the city of Saratov - hence the 
blue fin leading edge. 



The anti-glare area in front of the 
cockpit was masked and painted 
matt black and the area around the 
aerials on the upper rear fuselage 
plus the forward part of the fin tip 
radome was painted light grey. 

Once all the paint was dry, I 
applied a coat of Halfords clear 
acrylic varnish ready for the decals. 
The six red stars from Trumpeters 
decal sheet were then applied to the 
wings and fin. 



The lower halves of the engine 
nacelles on most Tu-95MSs are 
white with a myriad of white-painted 
access panels on the top surface. The 
lower nacelles were already painted 
white and I replicated the panels 
using white decal film cut to shape 
using a set of l/72nd scale drawings 
that I had as templates. There are lots 
of these panels and it was a time- 
consuming job applying the decals 
but the end result is worth it. I added 



some red stencil data on top of the 
white panels to finish them off (See 
Photos 16 to 22). 

I wanted to make my Bear as the 
previously mentioned commanders 
machine which carries the name of 
the city of Saratov, together with the 
city coat-of-arms. As no decals were 
available at the time I had to make my 
own but this proved to be simpler 
than I had envisaged. I already had on 
my PC some 'gothic* old Cyrillic font 
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so I was able to make the city name 
quite easily. A search of the internet 
found the home page of the city of 
Saratov, complete with coat of arms, 
so this was utilised. There is also a 
great website of the world's flags, 
which also yielded the Saratov shield. 
The aircraft's bort number, 'Red 10> 
was also added to my artwork. Having 
created the artwork on my PC, 1 
printed it off onto photo-quality 
paper and took it, together with a 
sheet of clear decal film, to my local 
photocopy shop. I had to try a few 
outlets before 1 found one willing to 
risk their machine but in the end the 
friendly staff ran my clear film 
through and produced my decals 
without the slightest bit of trouble. A 
quick coat of Halford's acrylic varnish 
and I had a home-made decal sheet 
with the city name, coat-of-arms and 
bort numbers. Although they were 
very thin, my homemade decals went 
on a treat and I was very pleased with 
the result. The final items were the 
two 'badges of excellence* in the form 
of a stylised aircraft on the nosewheel 
doors. These came from a spare decal 
sheet. 

However no sooner had I 
completed my model, than the US 
firm of Linden Hill Imports 
produced a sheet of decals called 
'Heraldic Bears' containing the city 
names of Ryazan and Saratov - plus 
markings for a Ukrainian Tu-95MS 
that corrects the Trumpeter decals. 
So now you can complete your Bear 
without having to resort to home- 
made decals. 

With all the decals in place I 
applied a few mist coats of matt 
acrylic varnish (from Games 
Workshop) to seal the decals in place 
and tone down the silver. I did not 
apply any weathering - most of these 
'named' Bears are showpiece 
machines and are kept in fairly 
pristine condition. 



Final Details 

The main undercarriage was 
assembled according to Trumpeter's 
instructions. The basic colouring of 
the undercarriage legs is a light blue- 
grey, not light blue as shown on the 
instruction sheet. The main wheels 
have light tan hubs (not light grey) 
and I painted the tyres German 
Panzer Grey after slicing off a section 
at the bottom to provide a flattened, 
'weighted* appearance. Trumpeter's 
wheels are the right size and have 
adequate hub detail, but they are 
moulded without a pronounced 
ridge between the hub and tyre, 
making painting a neat demarcation 
very difficult. I intend to change my 
wheels at some point probably using 
a replacement set from Equipage as 
soon as 1 can obtain them (See 



Photos 23 ]. The whole mainwheel 
assemblies were cemented in place 
inside the wheel wells and the doors 
were added. 

The nosewheel assembly is the 
same colour as the mainwheels, 
except that the wheel hubs are the 
green colour so common on Russian 
aircraft. I added a strip of chrome 
adhesive tape around lower end of 
the nosewheel leg to represent the 
oleo and cemented the whole 
assembly in place into the nosewheel 
bay. For such a large aircraft, the 
nosewheel legs look surprisingly 
delicate (See Photo 24). 

The red-painted rings (parts E9) 
were inserted into the front of the 
cowlings and then the propellers 
were added after cleaning up the 
mould lines on the hubs between the 
blades. The rear faces of the propeller 



blades are pale grey, the fronts are 
matt black and the de-icing boots are 
silver-grey. All the blades have yellow 
tips, front and rear. You can now 
obtain a set of resin replacement 
propellers from Cooper Details thus 
saving you the trouble of cleaning up 
the mould lines. 

Final details to add were the tail 
gun turret, the nosewheel doors and 
all the small aerials and probes. 

Conclusion 

This release by Trumpeter of a 
late-model Bear that is still in 
frontline service with the Russian Air 
Force is very welcome and makes a 
stunning addition to my collection of 
Russian bombers - Tu-16 Badger 
(Trumpeter), Tu- 160 Blackjack 
(Master Club and now A-Model), 
Tu-22M3 Backfire (much modified 
Esci/ltaleri kit)andTu-4 Bull 
(Academy). It is also very accurate, at 
least according to the l/72nd scale 
drawings from a Russian publication 
in my collection of references. 
Trumpeter are to be applauded for 
taking the bold decision to produce 
such a large kit. So go out and buy it 
to encourage them to make more!

1 ), well here is the latest addition to 
the series. To sum it up would be to say it offers 
photographic coverage of the highest quality for 
every aspect of the T-38A, AT-38 and T-38C, but 




that would be far too simple a description. The 
coverage offered in this book utilises clear colour 
photographs coupled with informative captions 
as there is no historical narrative section to weigh 
this title down. The photographic coverage 
basically starts from the nose and works 
backwards, covering each area of the airframe, 
both inside and out. Where there are differences 
between the various marks these are covered and 
clearly identified. The vast majority of the 
coverage is on the T-38A, but there is a section of 
the NASA-operated T-38 and then there is 
additional coverage of the T-38C. The title is 
finished off with a set of colour side profiles and 
a set of scale plans. The depth to which Daco 
have gone in this title is amazing, it is almost like 
a workshop manual rather than another photo 
essay.

Whenever I see a Yefim Gordon title 
on something Russian I know for a 
fact that it will be full of very useful 
images and informative text.

Further to the article on the PZL P.24 
that appeared in the September 
edition (See Vol.10 lss.9 p862-875) 
here is a bit more historical data 
about the type. 

On the 13th December 1940 
(Italian sources quote the 2nd 
September?), four Cant Z. 1007s of 
210a Squadriglia flew to Salonika to 
bomb the port facilities, but only two 
of them came back. One of them, 
210-7 piloted by 2nd Lt Beniamino 
Pasqualotto was shot down by a P.24 
flown by 2nd Lt Marinos Mitralexis, 
who smashed the rudder of the 
Z, 1007 with the propeller of his 
aircraft. 2nd Lt Pasqualotto died in 
the crash, but the other four crew 



members jumped to safety and they 
were all later captured by 2nd Lt 
Mitralexis, who had made an 
emergency landing near the downed 
Cant in his own damaged P.24. As a 
result of this, Mitralexis became a 
national hero. 

All of the above information came 
from the Italian Military Record 
Archives and my friend Stamatis 
Andreou in Greece.

I would just like to make a few points 
about Pail Janicki's recent reviews of 
glider kits. I am rather more of a 
glider pilot than modeller, though 
advancing years may soon reverse the 
order! I do own two gliders, one 
vintage and one classic, am a 
member of the Vintage Glider Club 
and have been gliding for longer 
than I care to think about. I am 
delighted to see that glider kits are 
getting some attention (I just can't 
get used to the American habit of 
calling them sailplanes though it is 
nicer and more accurate word than 



is not unique among sailplanes in 
being made of metal. Fairly unusual, 
but there are others, including 
almost every American design! Their 
major howler was to associate the 
RAh scheme with the Air Training 
Corps, as the Air Cadets never had 
the Blamk.

Towards the end of 1944 the team 
from Heinkel only needed 69 days to 
design and construct this revolutionary new 
fighter.
